Angry teenagers protest Bayit Ham shutdown : 


Tires bum as youth centre is wrecked 


* ‘Authorities split over closure

TEENAGERS from Ir Ganim bur- 
ned tires in the streets of the 
neighbourhood un Wednesday 
night as tempers grew hot over the 
future of Bayit Ham. 

They were incensed at Project 
Renewal’s action earlier in the day 
when it’ barred the centre for 
problem youth, Their unger grew 
hiter when the place was destroyed 
by vandals. 

Bayit Ham's stalf and the 
lecnagers frequenting it charged 
yesterday that the vandalism had 
been carried out either by Project 
Renewal officials or by elements in 
the neighbourhood who want the 
centre shut. ‘ 

On Wednesday a number of Pro- 
ject Renewal officials removed the 
furniture from Bayit Hum. Later on 
bars were soldered ato the doors. 


Baylt Hann's furniture was then 
discovered in ihe neighbourhoud's 
community. centre. Matnus dirce- 
tor Siomkn Shorek said he had 
received a phone-cull that morning 
from Zohar Na‘or, director of Pro- 
ject Renewal, asking him to store 
the equipment for the time being. 

In the hte afternoon, when Bayt 
Hiun's staff appeared on the scene, 
they found that the doors of the 
centre had been removed — 


_ Allegedly by the teenagers. 


The place had been vandalized. 
Paint was spilt over the Moors and 
the walls, chemicals for 
Photography development had been 
poured over books and anything left 
had been smitshed. 

The teenagers suid Unat they 
found the centre in that stule when 
they entered. 

. Police urrived in the evening ufter 
the teenagers set fire to a pyre made 
of tires und a garbage cart, in the 
niiddle of the street outside (he cen- 


tre, which created huvee with the 
Iraflix. 

They are investigating both the 
fire and the vandalism. 

Project Renewal’s Na‘or confirmed 

« that his workers had closed the centre. 
He ctuimed he did not know that the 
municipality liad reversed its previous 
decision earlicr this week, and 
decided to keep Bayit Ham open. But 
a senior municipal source sald that ‘*it 
is strange that Na‘or claims he hadn't 
heard of the decision to keep the cen- 
tre open.” 

Rehind-the-seenc negotiations in 
City Lal led to the municipality's 
decision to reopen Bayit Ham, thus 
reversing the previous decision of 
the municipality and Project 
Renewal, 

A committee of four city council- 
lors looked into the matter last 
week and recommended reopening 
Bayit Ham with the two psycho- 
logists who ‘were fired on April 1. 


Head of the municipality's youth, 
sport and social department, Moti 
Cirunner, suid in defenee of Project 
Renewal’s actions thal there was no 
final decision to keep Bayi Ham 
open. The matter still has to he 
pissed over the Project: Renewal's 
steering comuniltee in Ir Ganim who 
make the final decision, suid Grun- 
her, 

Since Bayit Ham is formally Pro- 
ject Renewal's baby, the reversal of 
the municipality's previous decision 
must be given the final O.K. by the 
neighhourhvod's steering commit- 
tee. 

This is supposed lo be merely ἃ 
formality, Bul in this instance it 
means that the ball is now back in 
the hands of the same committee 
who voted in Januury to shit the 
centre and dismiss (he professional 
stall, 

Members of the steering commit- 
lee promise that this time it will be 
different — because they will vote 
to keep it open. 


City bids to control — 


But both the staff members and 
the city councillors involved are 
aware thal returning the decision to 
the steering committee for a second 
round will merely prolong the bat- 
tle. 2 

Ir Ganim's youth may be the ones 
with the most to lose, but they are 
not the only ones with a stake in 
Bayit Ham. The centre has long 
been the victim of personal confilcts 
between loca) politicians and 
municipal officials, and among the 
politiclans themselves, 

Since it opened over 2 years ago, 
Bayit Ham has been under constant 
threat of the budgetary axe, This is 
the. eighth lime that decisions and 


counter-decisions have been 


youth of Bayil Ham-and the psy- 
chologists working there have been 
disillusioned so many times that 
they do nét dare to- hope that the 
new decision will be final. 

One of the recommendations sub- 
mitted last week was that a profes- 
sional committee be formed to look 
into the matter more closely. What 
we need ure professional sugges- 
lions about the way the place is run, 
the goals and the ways fo achieve 
them, say cily councillors Eitan 
Melnik and Lotte Salzberger (One 
Jerusalem), why were members of 
last week's investigating conunittee.

A high powered municipal commit- 
tee hus come’ up with a series of 
radical proposals that would 
revolutionize the structure of com- 
munity centres and neighbourhood 
administration throughout the city. 

Mayor Teddy Koallek has given 
his blessing to the idea. The gist of 
the proposals call for uniting ser- 
vices given by different organiza- 
tions and running new 
neighbuurhvod bodies through a 
munivipal-led framework. 


The main difference between the 
proposal and the various existing 
frameworks is that the municipality 
will have control aver the whole ad- 
fair, 

Muny people now engaged in 
community work will probably be 
miffed py these proposals, either 
heeause ‘their jobs will be discon- 
tinued or rendered less important, 
or because they sincerely feel the 
new siructure isn’t ἃ good idea. 

The first actin presenting the new 
idea will inke place in a mecting 
between Kollek and representatives 
of the two bodies which stand to be 
most affected by the proposals — 
the Community Cestre Corporation 

‘and the Association of 
Neighbourhood Administrations, 
They meet on Sunday afternoon.

In four neighbourhoods, 
there is both a community centre 
(mamas) and a neighbourhood ad- 
ministration (miahelet), Other 
neighbourhoods may have either 
type of organization in addition to 
various clubs for youths and pen- 
sioners. 

Twenty-three comimunily centres 
have been built throughout the city, 
many by donations through the 
Jerusalem Foundation. The As- 
sociation of Neighbourhood Ad- 
ministration naw runs 5 aunhelets, in 
Gilo, East Talpiot, A-Tur, Baka and 
Nahlaot- Rehavia, 

The city’s proposals were drawn 
up hy ἃ committee comprised of ad- 
Ministrators with relatively little ex- 
pertise in community work, 

One of the committee's briefs was 
lo suave money by eliminating 
duplication between various  ser- 
vices, But ufter a month of delibera- 
lions, it came up with a series of 
controversial proposals. 

In a letter sent by Kollek (o city 
council members, the mayor says he 
is “cunvinced... that we must have 
one and only one neighbourhood 
administration for each 
neighbourhood.” 

One problem with the idea is 
whether the bodies that now fund 
many neighhourhood activities will 
continue to du so if services are 
united under the aegis of the 
municipality, 

David Harman, head of the Joint 
Distribution Committee which now 
fonds hall of the prinhelets’ $600,000 


budget, says that his organizution 
will not be able to finance 
municipally-run activities. 
American tux laws bur the JDC 
from direct participation in the 
funding of municipal or governmen- 
(al organizations, says Harman. 

This problem could probably be 
solved if a new, and officially non- 
municipal corporation were 
formed. 


The report advocates a central 
management of city council 
members, representatives of 
funding organizations und 
municipal departments. One sug- 
gestion geared to save money is to 
use public buildings for many dif- 
ferent purposes. 


The report suggests basing 
neighbourhood administration in 
the community centre (satias) in 
neighbourhoods which already have 
one, us one way of achieving this 
goal. In neighbourhoods which have 
both u community centre and ἃ 
youth club, the two frameworks 
should be united, the report says. 


What this portends is the dis- 
muntling of the minheler, while ap- 
plying a large part of the minhelet 
concept to the city's 23 community 
centres. 


City Hall spokesman Rafi Davara 
suid this week that it would 
probably take a long time until the 
report is implemented, He said that 
the city expects much argument 
over the issue,

‘Jewish Agency to 


blame’ charge tenants 


Some 25 families in Ir Ganim are 
afraid they will soon be homeless. 

They refused to sign new leases 
last summer when thelr rent jumped 
tenfold from [5500 to about 185,000 
& month, and now the company that 
owns their flats hus given them 
notice to leave. 

The problem began when Rassco, 
formerly owned by the Jewish 
Agency, was bought out by private 
intcreats three years ago, Ths 
familics’ flats are owned by Dirot- 
Am, ἃ subsidiary of Rassco. The 


families were put into the flats as 
new immigrants by the Jewish 
Agency in the early 1960s. Since 
then they have been paying minimal 
rent. 

Last August, Dirot-Am hiked the 
rent to 10 times what the families 
were paying to bring il closer to the 
fluts’ real value. 

Yosef Fehima, one of the tenants, 
says their quarrel is not with Dirot- 
Am, even though the housing com- 
pany is demanding that they vacate 
the flats and pay a lump sum of 
about 1850,000 taking inflation into 
account for the tast eight months. 

“It is the Jewish Agency that Is at 
fault,” he says, “They should not

FOR YEARS they could be seen on 
the fringe of the haredi ultra- 
Orthodox community — young men 
dressed like their Ashkenazi 
brethren, a few of them even speak- 
ing Yiddish, but somewhat set apart 
by complexion and bone-structure. 

Almost overnight, they have 
emerged from the shadows under 
their own flag us u new tribe in the 
camp of Israel — the Sephardi 
haredim. 

The name scems to contradict 
itself by combining the image of 
religious moderation embodied by 
Sephurdi and oriental Jews and that 
of zealutry evoked by the black-clad 
haredim. But the performance in 
the Jerusalem municipal elections 
last fall of the newly organized Shas 
(Sephardi Tora Guardians) Party 
was it convincing demonstration 
that — whatever this political, 
religious, sociological phenomenon 
was — it.had a real constituency, 

Shus won three seats on the 31- 
man council, as many as the dis- 
mayed Agudat Yisrael representing, 
the Ashkenazi-led haredi establish- 
ment. 

The recent decision by Shas to 
enter the Knessel race this summer 
in conjunction with Sephardi 
haredim elsewhere in the country 
suggests that it is a dynamic force 
just beginning to make its way. “In 
the long run, they will be a far more 
important political factor than 
Tami,” says a veteran political 
observer, 


IT WAS a young Jerusalem rabbi 
who last year opened the valve that 
teleased the pent-up desire for 
Sephardi power on the ultra- 
religious wing of the Sephardi 
camp. Rabbi Nissim Ze'ev, 32, 
needed considerable pounding to 
get the. valve open, but the force 
released was potent. 

“The Sephardim were innocent 
tnd not ready to take leadership,” 
he said in an interview, “Perhaps 
they lucked confidence.” 

Convinced that Agudat Yisrael 
was primarily interested in 
providing funds and representation 
to Ashkenazi institutions while dis- 
(ributing cruinbs to their Sephardi 
constilucuts, Ze'ev inviled several 
Sephardi religious lenders to a 
meeting several months before the 
municipal elections to discuss the 


* formation of their own purty. 


“They told me [ was hacking al a

Some of the Sephardi youngsters 
went to existing Aguda schools with 
Ashkenazi youngsters, even though 
Yiddish was the language of instruc- 
tion, The bulk were enrolled in all- 
Sephardi Hebrew-speaking schools 
whose faculty, however, was 
Ashkenazi, : 

In the Aguda Talmud Tora, some 
seven hours a day are devoted to 
“holy studies" — Bible and Talmud 
— and one hour to “secular sub- 
jects such as arithmetic, Hebrew 
grammar and Jewish history. Since 
the teaching of holy subjects to girls 
is restricted, in their schools they 
study more secular subjects than the 
boys, including literature, nature 
and geography, 


A YESHIVA SOCIETY like the one 
brought from Europe by the 
Ashkenazim — one in which Tora 
study formed the centre of life — 
was new to the Oriental Jewish 
community, in which religious in- 
struction was traditionally the 
responsibility of the father, The 
focus of Jewish scholarship had 
shifted away from the Sephardi 
world since the Middle Ages which 
had produced Maimonides, Yosef 
Caro, leading kabbulists and other 
luminaries, 

“As Istam declined,’ says an 
Ashkenazi scholar in Jerusatem, “so 
did the scholarship of the Sephardi 
world.” - 

In Israel, a new scholarly elite 
began to emerge in the Sephardi 
haredi community with a new way 
of-‘thinking. “The traditional 
Sephurdi rabbi knows Halacha and 
gives rulings accordingly,” says: Dr. 
Menahem Friedinan, a sociologist 
from Bar-Ilan Universily. 
“Ashkenuzi scholars don't just give 
legal rulings, they conceptualize, 
The Sephardi scholurs here have 
learned to do this too,” : 

During the past two decades, 
Sephurdi haredim have increasingly 
adopted the dark fedora and suit 
worn by Ashkenuzi huredim. Family 
lifestyles alazo changed. ‘Women's 
status In these familics has 
Improved," says Friedman. “The 
fathers are less patriarchal and 
-more involved with their families, as 
among the Ashkenazim," 

Together with this 
“Ashkenazation” came a’ self« 
awareness thut bred resentment at 
Ashkenazi domination of the haredi 
establishment. 

The Council of Sages, the group 
of venerable rabbis representing the 
hasidic and yeshiva wings of the 
haredi community, was accepted as 
the ultimate arbiter in the haredi 
world in political affairs but con- 


tained not a single Sephardi — even - 


though Sephardim make up a 
significant percentage of the 
Agudat Yisrael electorate. i 
“The problem is that the coun- 
cil's discussions are in Yiddish,” 


says an‘ Aguda leader explaining’ 


apologetically, but not very convinc- 

ingly, the absence of representa- 

lion, f ey?

“They got our votes," says Ze'ev, 
“but they gave us nothing.” Since 
election to the municipal council, 
says Zeev, now a deputy mayor, the 
Shas representatives have seen to It 
that Sephardi Tora institutions 
receive a fair proportion of public - 
funds. 

In additlon to being short- 

changed, say the Sephardi leaders, 
their community was sometimes dis- 
criminated against in the purely 
educational sphere as well, When a 
girls’ seminary in Jerusalem split a 
class into groups for vocational and 
academic training, almost all the 
girls chosen for vocational training 
were Sephardi, says Rabbi Yaacov 
Rabin, a leading activist in the Shas 
movement. 
AGUDAT YISRAEL leaders deny 
discrimination or short-changing, 
pointing out that it was Aguda that 
in fact created the educational 
framework which produced thé 
Sephardi haredim. Their own crea- 
tion, however, has now turned upon 
them. 

“What Aguda failed to under- 
sland," says Prof. Friedman, “is 
that the Sephardim had matured, It 
continued to patronize them.” 

Says Rabbi Rabin: “They (the 
Aguda) built themselves on us. To- 
day we have more institutions in 
Jerusalem than they,"* (although 
with smaller enrolments). “We want 
equality in (he Knesset, in the Rab- 
binate, in education, in everything.” 

There is a new. breed, then, of 
militant haredi Sephardim. Claiming 
to be no less compromising on 
religious issues than the Aguda, 
they have nevertheless proved 
significantly mare moderate, at 
least in tone, than Aguda in the 
Jerusalem Municipal Council since 
assuming, their seats last year. 

“Even if they're on the other 
side," says a municipal official, the 
argument is within the context of 
tolerance." 

Unlike Aguda, Shas accepts a 
swimming pool in the mixed quarter 
of Ramot, as tong as il is covered for 
modesty’s sake, closed on the Sab- 
bath and with all-male and 8}}- 
female days set aside for those who 
want separate swimming. [t has an- 
nounced ils Opposition to a 
municipal sports stadium within the 
bounds of the holy city, but less 
slridently than Aguda. 

“Their dilemma,” says the 
municipal official, himself Sephardi, 
“is that they don't want to appear 
less religious than Aguda, but most 
of their electorate isn't haredi. It's 
traditional. These are: people who 
voted for Tami or Likud or the 
National Religious Party, They 
want to vote for a religious element 
and are proud of. Shas rebelling 
against the Ashkenazi establish- 
ment, but they're not really sup- 
porting a haredi position. The 
problem with Shas is that it hasa't 
worked oul a synthesis." 

Shas apparently hopes to get 
financial backing from the wealthy 
Halabi, (Aleppo) Syrian community 
in New York, which is traditional 
and -not haredl, Even within the 
haredi sphere there is a dilemma: 
Shas tegurds the former Sephardi 


‘chief rabbi,. Ovadia Yosef, as iis 


principal spiritual leader, but still 
maintains a respectful diglogue with 
89-yeur-old Rabbi Eliezer Schach,

Be that as it may, Shas represents 
an indigenous product sprung from.

FROM THE OUTSIDE it looks like 
just another grilled meat emporium, 

ut I am assured by a colleugue who 
ought to know that Avazi, on Rehiov 
Eizelin Tel Aviv's Hatikva Quarter, 
is the newest “in” place in town. 

The restaurant is easy enough to 
find. Just go along the main street of 
the neighbourhood that has made a 
namie for itself as Israel's best-known 
slum, and look for the biggest and 
brightest sign and the goose motif 
out in front. 

Inside, early one Saturday night, 
the atmosphere was far from swing- 
ing. The clientele ws composed 
almost entirely of staunchly middle 
class families with well-scrubbed 
children. But a siga indicating that 
the kosher restaurant is open from 
noon to 4 a.m. put me right. No 
doubt the Beautiful People appear 
after midnight. 

There are utilitarian, long wooden 
tables and benches. The many wai- 
ters are quick and helpful, if not 
exactly gracious, 

In un effort to try as much of the 
menu as possible, we ordered four 
different salads; Aoumos, tehina, ἃ 
vegetable salad, and an eggplant 
salad. The helpings were very gener- 
ous, and one or two would have 
sufficed. All were satisfactary, but 1 
was especially impressed by the 
vegetable salud, served unseasoned, 
but with a large piece of lemon on 
top. The lemon, together with green 
olive oil from the cruet on the table, 
provided admirably seusoning for 
this salad. 

Bul far more interesting than (he 
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MATTERS OF TASTE

salads were the unordered pickles 
and olives, which appeared quite 
unexpectedly. These included many 
kinds of pickled vegetables, all with 
an excellent home-made tang to 
them. Also impressive were the 
large, very thin esl fanour pittot, 
although of course they'll not be 
available during Pessah though the 
restaurant will stay open. 

There is a large and varied list of 
meats, all grilted over a charcoal fire. 
There is a tariff for one spit of each 
kind, The best is the grilled goose 
liver, which is rich and creamy. 

Delicious as it was, it was less than 
perfect. The very last piece my com- 
panion ate had a small piece of gall 
which had not been remaved, and 
the taste it left in the mouth was 
bitter and unpleasant. 1 hope this is 
not a frequent oversight. 

The other meats we tried pre- 
sented no such problems. They in- 
cluded goose meat, beef, sweet- 
breads and kebub. ‘They had been 
gtilled to perfection, and were ten- 
der and tasty. 

However, the chips arrived cold 
and limp. 

For dessert, there was a choice of 
chocolate mousse and Bavarian 
cream. More for duty's sake than out 
of any sensu of anticipated pleasure, 
I felt | should taste ut least one of 
them. 1 chose the mousse but it 
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wasn't a pleasant surprise. It was 8 
rather strange concoction, and came 
in a plastic container. 

The Turkish coffee, on the other 
hand, was excellent. 

The bill for two, including local 
beer, came to about J$3,000. 


IN GENERAL, I feel that the best 
policy in Middle Eastern restaurants 
is not to order a dessert at all rather 
than be disappointed. However, the 
sad mousse did remind me that many 
of us will be considering what to 
make 88 a sweet for the Seder. 

It is not easy to find adish to fol-- 
tow a heavy meat meal, particularly 
when one has to observe the Pessah 
laws, Were it up to me, 1 would 
probably serve large whole 
strawberries accompnied only by 
lemon juice and powdered sugar. 

For anyone who thinks this is too 
easy a way out, there is always a fruit 
salad. Try, for instance, apples and 
pears, with oranges and grapefruit 
and a banana or two, and add dried 
dates and figs and perhaps pecans or 
almonds for flavour, Add sugar to 
taste, and a glass of brandy or fruit- ἡ 
flavoured liqueur or, if you prefer. a 
drop of sweet wine. 

To return tu mousse; the best 
recipe I know is completely parve. If 
you're not scared by the thought of 
too rich a dessert, it's perfect for the 
Seder. To make it, separate three 
eggs and beat the yolks with three 
tablespoons of brandy till they are 
pale but not foamy. 

In a bowl, over hot, but not bail- 
ing, water, melt 250 grams of bitter-

sweet chocolate with 5 tablespoons of 
water. Let the chocolate cool a little, 
and mix it into the egg yolks. 
Finally, beat the egg whites till 
they are stiff but not dry, and gra- 
dually fold the whites into the choco- 
late, a little at a time, Pour the 


mixture into one large fancy bowl, or 
individual serving dishes and chill 
well. Do not leave the mousse for 
more than 24 hours or it may sepa- 
rate, and leave an unpleasant liquid 
residue on the bottom.

1 mast confess that il 
was With «a vertain umaunt of 
trepidation, mingled wit anticipy- 
tion, that 1 looked forward to the 
revival of the film us part of our 
rather highbrow Television Festival. 
When I saw Virginia Woolf in the 
cinema nearly 20 years ago, every- 
thing had seemed to he perfect — 
the writing by Edward Albee, 
the conversion of the stage drama 
into ἃ film script, Mike Nichols’ 
direction, and the acting by 
Elizabeth Taylor, Richard Burton, 
George Segal and Sandy Dennis. 
How, { wondered with apprehen- 
siun, would the film stand up to the 
double test of time and compression 
into the tube, in place of the wide 
screen for which it was made? All 
too often, what seemed wonderful 
in the cinema yesteryear, today is 
found on TV to be stilted and ar- 
tificial, Would the anguish of 
academics tormenting each other in 
an American grove of academe in 
the Sixties hold our interest in a 
land and cra in which the govern- 
ment is determined to close down 
all institutes of higher Jearning? 
Above all, 1 recollected the 
shouting matches between 
Elizabeth Taylor as Martha and 
Richard Burton as George. Would 
not these have me squirming in em- 
harrassment because they were so 
heavily over-acted? And there was 
that frightening note that the film 
had been made by choice in black- 
and-white instead of colour, an in- 
dicution of possible pretentiousness. 


ALL MY FEARS evaporated ‘like 
dew under a hot sun from the mo- 
ment the loving couple entered 
their gracious home ind joined bat- 
tle with the enthusiasm nnd dedica- 
tion of fighting-cocks. Taylor

BEFORE ANYONE accuses me of 
becoming 4 Hitchcock freuk, let me 
explain. Circumstances beyond my 
con(rol bring me back (ὁ the Master 
of Suspense. His heirk, who now 
have the rights to five vintage films 
he made for Paramount in the Fif- 
ties, have decided lo re-release 
them, one after the other. We have 
already had Rear Window. Now it is 
the turn of Vertiga, and still to come 
are The Man Who Knew Too Much, 
The Trouble sith Hurry and The 
Rope. Which means | may have to go 
back to this subject at least three 
more times. Not that 1 complain. As 
you may have guessed, 1 am a sincere 
admirer of Hitchcock's movies and 
wouldn't miss any chance of writing 
about them. 


[f Rear Window, discussed here 
some weeks ago, is one of Hitch's 
lighter and more delightful films, 
Vertiga is probably one of his most 
complex, sombre studies of human 
obsessions, condensing into a little 
over two hours most of the main 
themes that preoccupied the director 
all his life. 

The story was written by Boileau 
and Narcejac. a couple of French 
authors who were much in vogue in 
the Fifties, for their peculiar brand 
of hair-raising thrillers. When it was 
published under the title, D’ Entre les 
Morts (From the Dead), they con- 
ceded that it had been written with 
Hitchcock in mind. He did not know 
this until his greatest fan of all, 
Francois Truffaut, told him so years 
later; but when the πσνεὶ was sug- 
gested to him, at the time of its 
publication, he found it to his liking 
and immediately proceeded to turn 
it into a film. 

No wonder. The story of death 
and reincarnation, suggesting the su- 
pernaturial and yet perfectly realis- 
tic, was just his kind of stuff. The 
hero, ἃ detective suffering from 
acute acruphobia, is asked by an old 
friend to keep an eye on his wife, 
who has heen behaving strangely 
and exhibited a tendency for self- 
destruction. The detective, becuuse 
of his own psychological problem, 
fails (o keep her alive, and falls intoa 
deep melancholia as a result. Later, 
he meets a girl who looks exactly like 
the dead woman and in a desperate 
attempt at redemption tries to tum 
her into an exact replica of the other. 


WHAT BETTER ingredients for a 
Hitchcock movie? First of all there is 
the guilt complex without which 
none of his pictures is complete. 
Here the premises are established in 
the prologue, where the detective, in 
his original career us a policeman, is 
engaged with another member of the 
force in a wild chase across the roofs 
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of San Francisco, When he catches 
his foot and nearly falls to the street 
below, it is his colleague who, in 
trying to save him, plunges to his 
death. He himself is left hanging 
between heaven and earth, and this 
is how the prologue ends, as if Hitch- 
cock is trying to tell us that he will 
not find solid ground for the rest of 
the film. 

We next see him as the detective, 
retired from the police force, suffer- 
ing from acrophobia und a guilt 
complex, but apparently happy and 
readjusted. It is ut this point that his 
old friend turns up and asks for help 
with his wife. 

He finds hiniself in shadowing the 
young woman through the steep 
streets of San Francisco. which are 
enough to cause vertigo in any nor- 
ma! person. But as if this isn't 
enough to give the poor man a 
headache, it turns out that she is 
obsessed by the image of an ancestor 
with asimilar history who committed 
suicide at the same age as herself. 

Here we are introduced to a 
second ingredient dear to Hitchcock 
— the fascination with death, the 
willingness to confuse reality and 
myth and behave in such a way that 
even the most sophisticated both on 
the screen und in the audience, begin 
to have doubts. 


WITH THE HERO'S failure to pre- 
vent the young woman killing her- 
self, the story scems lo be over and 
done with. Indeed, Hitchcock was 
accused at the time for not making a 
smoother bridge between the first 
and second parts of the film. He was 
also attacked for introducing at this 
stage, in a quick flashback, the solu- 
tion to the mystery itself, a sacrilege 
according to thriller purists. 

Seeing the film again after 25 
years, both arguments seem quite 
irrelevant. Not only is the transition 
between the two parts smooth and 
logical, il is also absolutely neces- 
sary, for the second part is an elu- 
boration and development of the 
themes introduced carlier. As for 
Tevealing the identity of the villain. 
Hitchcock explained countless times 
that the identily is not the important 
thing in his films; it is the process by 
which his protagonists unveil the 
truth. This is made clear in Vertigo 
more than in any of his pictures. 

In the second part of the film, the 
detective’s personal problems 
appear to have increased twofold. 
He now has a double sense of guilt 
and retreats into melancholia, which 
necessitates hospitalization. This 
sense of culpability may well be 
connected with the belief in original 
sin which Hitchcock imbibed during 
his Jesuit education in adolescence. 


After he is restored to some kind 


of normality und released from the 
mental institution, the detective 
wanders round hopelessly, looking 
for some sort of respite. until he 
cones acress it girl who is almost a 
double of the dead woman. He 
hopes that by saving her from it 
similar fate, he will finally redeem 
himself. 

‘This is actually an inversion of the 
first part. ‘There, a suicidal woman 
was obsessed with the image of a 
dead ancestor. Now, it is the mao 
who had Iried to cure this obsession 
who is new its victim, rejecting 
atlempts to return him to sanity. 
Reality wins in the end, everything is 
given a logical explanation, all the 
metaphysical mists are blown away. 
Yet all this docs not mean thal the 
protagonist will ever recover com- 
pletely, or that anyone -- and this 
includes the audience - can ever be 
immune to such apparently unreal 
factors. Not to mention the fact that 
the end is unsettling enough to leave 
you with a sense of insecurity. 


IF ALL this gives the impression of 
a dry exercise in psychology, varia- 
tions on the themes of phobia and 
anxiety, let me add that this is the 
mast marvellous, desperate and 
obsessive love story Hitchcock ever 
made. It draws its characters in with 
the impetuosity of the vortex which 
title designer Saul Bass put in the 
heroine's eye in the opening credits. 
it goes beyond life and death, a kind 
of eternal force which once it takes 
possession of the soul, never lets go. 

This is an integral part of the dark 
side of human nature, the subject of 
all Hitchcock movies. He dwelt on it 
throughout his life and under his 
guidance even the strangest quirks of 
miun's behaviour appear credible for 
in presenting them, he evokes in the 
beholder echoes of those demons 


with which we are all only too famil- ἡ 


iar. It is quite possible that the 
degree of Hitchcock's sucvess de- 
pended to a large extent on the relief 
his audience felt at seeing someone 
else falling prey to them. This may 
explain why Vertigo had some prob- 
lems when it was made, for it offers 
very little relief, 

As far as acting is concerned, 
Hitchcock has often declared that 
for him, an actor's presence is more 
important than talent as such, With 
James Stewart, one of his regulars in 
the Fifties, he knew exactly what he 
could expect and got full value for his 
money. This is an unusually persua- 
sive performance, the typical Every- 
man who has to measure up to 
extraordinary and unfamiliar cir- 
cumstances. 

Kim Novak, probably the actress 
Hitchcock liked least of ull thuse 
who played in his films, nevertheless 
lends a dimension of sensuality to 
her part that those others never had. 
Barbara Bel Geddes, better known 
nowadays as the mother of (he Ew- 
ing clan in Dallas,is dependable as 
Stewart's reliable, sensible girl- 
friend; and Henry Jones gives an 
early portrayal of bigoted Amcrica 
which he repeated many times in 
later lesser films. ; 

Then there is Hitchcock's inimit- 
able technical expertise, long 56- 
quences in which not one word is 
uttered and yet the entire sense of 
the story is transmitted through the 
image. One such sequence, showing 
the detective sticking close to the 
tracks of iis friend's wife through the 
whole of San Francisco, is justly 
famous. ~ 

Very few pictures, including those 
considered at the time of their re- 
lease to be masterpieces, stand the 
test of time. Vertigo was not very 
highly praised when it was made. 
Now it shows up as an authentic 
classic, transcending fashions and

It therefore comes as no surprise 
to members of Egypt's film com- 
munity that a new, two-part, four- 
hour $4.5m. TV show has been 
deemed “fair compensation" for 
the “damage” done Egypt by the 
two-part, four-hour $4.5m. TV mini- 
series Sadat. According to Sa‘ad 6- 
din Wahba, president of the Egyp- 
tian Cinema Syndicate, like Sadat, 
this new project should be financed 
by Columbia Studios together with 
Operation Prime Time and Center- 
point Productions, should cover 
that period of modern Egyptian 
history which spans the years 1946. 
81, and should be broadcast by ex- 
actly the same U.S. TV stations 
which aired Sadat last November. 

Wahba articulated these demands 
for the first time last Thursday, Only 
hours earlier, Egypt's attorney-~ 
general had endorsed the syn- 
dicate’s right to appeal the ruling 
handed down the week before by 
judge Mohammed Fathi Khalil. 

The syndicate had asked Khalil's 
court to levy a token 100 Egyptian- 
pound fine ($140) against Columbia 
.and to seritence six of the film- 
makers involved in Sadat to two- 
year jail terms, 

Instead, while upholding the 
Ministry of Culture’s right to ban 
Columbia from distributing and 
making pictures in Egypt, Khalif ac- 
cepted the argument presented by 
Dr. Mohammed Abdallah, one of 
Egypt's foremost lawyers, Abdallah, 
appointed at the last moment by 
Columbia to put together a defence, 
insisted that an Egyptian court can- 


not try foreign nationals working in - 


another country.

late President Sadat, but which was 
only put onto the books after his 
death," said Wahba. “The law 
refers to anyone who makes a TV 
show or movie which distorts Egyp- 
tian history. It also refers to anyone 
who distributes locally such a film, 
but we have been unable to ascer- 
tain as yet exactly which Egyptian 
companies are busy duplicating and 
selling the video cassettes,”” 

There are reportedly thousands 
of pirated copies of the TV movie 
now circulating In Cairo. Many of 
them are subtitled in Arabic, proof 
that one of the mastertapes arrived 
directly from the Persian Gulf 
where the programme was ap- 
parently broadcast, despite Egypt’s 
plea that other Arab States also ban 
Columbia, 

Wahba was interviewed in his lux- 
ury apartment which is located on 
Cairo's lovely Abu el-Feda street, 

By outlining ‘the syndicate’s con- 
ditions for resolving the Sadar con- 
flict, Wahba deviated from Middle 
East tradition. The aggrieved party 
rarely initiates the négotiations 
which eventually result in a sulha 
(reconciliation). Wahba went public 
because, until the very last day of 
the trial, to his surprise, Columbia 
had reacted to neither the ban nor 
the suit, . 

“If Columbia agreed right now to 
make a new movie which would 
correct errors propagated by the 
first, we could settle this matter 
within two hours,” instisted Wahba 
who submitted to the coust a Sist of 
20 “major” historical inaccuracies 


included in the acript, “Even if it 
takes Columbia another two years 
to actually get the movie made, we 
would immediately call off the re- 
trial and take the studio off the 
blacklist. We would do the same if 
Columbia gave us the money and 
told us to make the movie.” 
Wahba confirmed that he had 
mistakenly listed the film's two 
editors, Bud Isaacs and Jerry Wil- 
liams, as the screenwriters but aaid 
he has no plans to correct the list, as 
the real purpose of the trial is to 
alert, filmmakers around the world 
to the need for accuracy in dealing 
with the history of another country. 
For that reason, he noted, Coca- 
Cola, which owns Columbia, will 
not be affected by the case, Neither 
will any of the other American 
cinema companies which currently 
release movies in Egypt, or have 
plans to film on location in Egypt. 
“We don't want to lose our good 
relations with the U.S. and the 
American cinema,” said Wahba. 
“The only beneficiary of the Sadat 
film was Israel, which would like to 
see the good relations between 
Egypt and the U.S. come to an end. 
I don't think Israelis wore 
specifically involved in producing 
Sadat. But I think the people who 
made Sadat were more concerned 


about prosenting Israel in a good 


light,” 
AS HEAD of the syndicate, Wahba 


is currently Involved in arranging — 


several other sulhas. Since the ayn- 
dicate brought suit against Colum- 


bia, there has been an un- 
precedented weve of movie-related 
trials in Egypt. The bakers union 
has sued both the producer and 
director of The Oven. They charge 
that by telling the story of a man 
who adulterates the bread he bakes, 
and then sells the public loaves that 
weigh less than the standards set by 
the government, the two filmmakers 
have given the baking profession a 
“bad name.” 

The mayor of Hirbata has sued 
the star and producer of Vagabonds, 
charging that they have given his 
town a “bad name.” Hirbata is men- 
tioned in the film as the birthplace. 
of the unsavoury main character. 

More critical is the case of The 
Lawyer, where [50 Egyptian at- 
torneys recently filed suit against 
the country's most popular actor, 
comedian Adel Imam, together with 
his producer, director and dis- 
tributor. Each was sentenced to one 
year’s hard labour for making a film 
about a lawyer who buys foreign 
currency on the black market, 
mocks the legal system and lives 
like a king in jail. The film, a box of- 
fice hit in Cairo and Alexandria, 
represented Egypt at the Berlin 
Festival's Mediterranenan 
Panorama. 

Egyptian cinema circles see the 
spate of suits as a direct result of the 
new emphasis on “social realism.” 
The public, they say, want to sce 
films that deaf with real problema, 
but nurtured on melodrama, they 
are unaccustomed to criticism. One 
of the jokes currently ΗΝ ἫΝ in 
Cairo has director Nadia Salem 
preparing for her new film, His 
Highness the Doorman, and busily 
collecting signatures from various 
doormen to ensure they don’t later 
take her to court, 


ALSQ FROM Egypt comes the 


news that Omar Sharif has made his 
first Egyptian film in more than 20 
years, Sharif stars in Ayub, which 
will be premiered internationally at 
the Cannes Film Festival. The film 
was produced by Egyptian Televi- 
sion, and is based on a story by pop- 
ular writer Naguib Mahfouz. 
Sharif, who took only $3,000 for 
his work (if the film is a commercial 
success he will later get 25 per cent 
of the gross), plays a wealthy tycoon 
who earned his fortune illegally. 
Paralysed and confined to a 
wheelchair, he rethinks his life. The 
young director, Hani Lashin, had 
previcusly directed two ecology 
documentaries for Sharif. 


ROBERT GUILLAUME, alias 
Benson, the sharp-witted butler 
from the TV series Soap, who was 
promoted to his own TV series, ar- 
rives in Israel tomorrow, He will 
perform accompanied by an 
orchestra, at a $75/couple Shaare 
Zedek benefit next Saturday even- 
ing. Before he became a TV actor, 
Guillaume was a well-known singer 
of opera, classical musio and show 
tunes. He regularly plays Las Vegas 
and Atlantic City. 

Before tho fundraiser, Guillaume 
will tour Israel, including a visit to 
the children's cancer ward at 
Beilinson Hospital and meeting 
with the prime minister. His two 
other scheduled performances in- 
clude a show at Eilat’s Lagoona 
Hotel on April 22 and a show at an 
air force base,

The scene with four men (Mc- 
Manus, Avni, Pierre André Morard, 
Rafi Saadi) — again all in black — 
svas perhaps best of all, Here Piaf, 
suecuuimbing to drugs and degrada- 
tion, yet remained Piaf. The splen- 
did quartet still left her as the pivot 
of interest, dancing with wild 
abandon until she collapsed on the 
floor. 

Suddenly, a slim, handsome 
youth (Moshe Goldberg) vied for 
her favours, her love.

IN THE SERIES “Cultures in 
Dance" at the Israel) Museum, the 
subject on April 7 was India — 
more specifically, northern fndia. 
Ran Shinar, well-known exponent 
ol Awthak, shared the programme 
with anew arrival from Bombay, 
l@-year-old Yarden Moses 
Talegauker. Shinar demonstrated 
several dances of Jaipur style; 
Talegauker, two of Benures styte — 
in female dress. 

In olden times, it was not unusual 
for boys to perform as female 
dancers — and not only in India. 
Impersonations of this kind were es- 
pecially common in the Krishna cult 
and the story of his love for Radha. 
Talegauker wore his rich clothes 
and gilt ornaments well and dunced 
with charming fluency und easy 
confidence — bul was if necessary 
to build up his bosom (with falsies, 1 
assume) in serious dance? His long 
plait should have been enough to in- 
dicute the femininity. 

Shinar, in new costuming and 
new dances, began with ἃ temple in- 
vocation and ranged through poetic 
descriptions of Shiva, a comic 
dance about a peacock that 
watched the clouds and then 
danced in the rain and a “story™ 
about Krishna and Radha. In the 
latter, it needed no effort to 
recognize. when the flute-playing 


god was spenking, and when the 
favoured hidy. 

His skill included net only com- 
mand of hand language, vibrations 
of legs and feet — surely related τὸ 
Spanish zapateada — even at one 
pent achieving the vibrations 
without moving his feet. He also 
succeeded in’ conveying meaning 
with his acms while his legs exactly 
followed the musical patterns, 

To demands for more, Shinar 
responded with a beautiful dance in 
which he balanced plates on both 
hands and made swift, smooth turns 
and bends. Before (hat he had given 
several displays illustrating dif- 
ferences in rhythmic mobility, It 
wis an outstanding perfornmunee. 


ALVIN AILEY, who was scheduled 
to come here to put the finishing 
polish on his Escapade for the 
Batsheva Vance Company, has 
been delayed by illness.

The 
work has meanwhile been set by 
Ulysses Dove. The Alvin Ailey 
American Dance Theatre recently 
celebrated its 25th anniversary with 
a New York season.

Sheep und goats mingle freely,” He 
makes heavy weather of the water 
shortage, terming the taking of a 
bath “a criminal act.” On the way to 
the Wailing Wall, his path is 
blocked by beggars and he ΟῚ 
Pass without touching their filthy 
rags. Iowever, moncy opens the 
way, On the Temple Mount a 
British policeman armed with « 
telephone keeps Arabs and Jews out 
Of each other's hair, Although a 
Jewish Holy Site, Jews have no uc- 
Cess, und Christiiuns can only enter 
after paying an entrance fee. That's 
what the Jews wail about. Inside its 
ourrow confines they lean aginst 
the ‘Qncient stones, murmur prayers, 
letting out piercing laments. “But 
even this annoys the Arabs who 
take pleasure in disturbing the pray- 
ing Jews by singing and yelling from 
the surrounding houses, They throw 
dirt in front of and against the Holy 
Wall, and violence is always in the 
air — hence the Tommy. Outside 
those stony gates the Zionists are 
hard at work,” 

Mandatory government, Jewish 
Political institutions, the duties of 
Sir Arthur Wauchope, the YMCA, 
the Hebrew University — all come 
under his scrutiny. No doubt, friend 
Lim, having done his homework, is 
nothing if not thorough. As “cocks 
will be cocks" so “Germans will be 
Germans.""‘Small slip-ups do occur, 
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ἃ photo caption of exotically dres- 
sed women at a street-corner reads: 
“Yemenite Jewesses, gossiping in 
Yiddish.” x 


AND SO to the north, the area of 
large settlements and swamps 
(before the Jews came along), 
where real estate is cheap in terms 
of money but expensive in Jewish 
sweat and lives. Here only 
dedicated haverin organized collec- 
lively could survive. They were 
mainly poor Jews from the East, 
Poland, Russia and Rumania. [ἢ 
one decade they revived the land. 

He spends a night at Kibbutz 
Geva and analyses the kibbutz 
versus moshav controversy with 
their Fahrer, Joseph Gurion. The 
conversation follows the conven- 
tional JNF pattern. Lim concedes 
thut in hard times the kvurza offers 
the individual a lot of protection — 
but what ahout good times? Do peo- 
ple leave for the higher rewards in 
the cities? 

Joseph Gurion is not worried. 
He's been in Geva these Inst 12 
years und points to the 50-year 
record of Deganya, now worked by 
the second generation, “We know 
that we are rebuilding our own 
country and this can only be done if 
everyone makes only minimal de- 
minds. We ure not getting our 
home on usilver platter, we have to 
earn it with our labour, the hard 
way.” 

Lim writes: “Joseph Gurion's 
stocky frame stands before me in 
the mounlight, He fits the scene, 
‘This lund has upgraded him and his 
people in one short decade. These 
new Jews are becoming a new peo- 
ple. Will they remain faithful to 
their concern for the plight of their 
brethren in Europe?” nae 

In Safad he runs into anti-British 
Arab riots and finds a Scottish regi- 
ment in commund of the town. 


RIOTS IN Jaffa have left nfany dead 
in the streets; the casualties in 
Haifa, Jerusalem and Nablus are 
mounting. The Jewish question 
seems forgotten, for this is a fight 
between Arab and Brit, Police sta- 
tions and government offices are un- 
der attack, und the army Is called in 
with squadrons of aircraft cruising 
above. Within 24 hours the insur- 
rection has been put down. 
Public transport has virtually 
come to a hall and Lim travels in 


convoy to Haifa, where the in- - 


auguration of the new port: is 
scheduled. The Jews and the Arabs 


decide to boycott the festivities, 
which are subsequently cancelled, 
Lim concludes that, given the ex- 
tent of the port facilities, the 
British, despite all promises, are 
here to stay. 

Becnuse the roads are still unsafe, 
he finds himself codped up in Haifa 
during a heavy kamsin. When he finally 
makes it to Hebron (via Nablus) he 
is stoned all the way. There he visits 
the “Abraham Masque” (Cave of 
Machpelah) and is told that non- 
believers can only mount five steps, 
But for five shillings one may enter. 
Remarks Lim: “The finagler! When 
in this land one finds strongly held 
religious principles, they can be 
bought off for five shillings." 

In 40-degree heat he visits the 
Dead Sea and the Potash Works. 
Says the waiter in the Kallia Café at 
the northern tip of the Dead Sea: 
“When it gets to 50 degrees, I'll be 
off." 

Lim waxes lyrical about Jericho 
and its inspiring scents, then crosses 
the bridge into Transjordan, whose 
emir charges an entrance fee of 10 
piastres. Visiting Beduin encamp- 
ments he notices much arable land 
“whose potential bring it within (he 
bounds of Jewish settlement 
policies... bul, should it ever come 
to murderous riots on the 1929 
scitle, the fate of the Jewish settlers 
is not to be envied." ᾿ 

Amman is truly Arab. (The emir 
docs not trust his.own people. and 
has Tifeguird- of. Negroes SWalking 
in the shiks Lim dons a tarbush so as 
not 10 be taken for a Jew. He meets 
un English couple on their honey- 
moon, Selting oul on a journey dis- 
guised us beduin who, having lost 
their herds in a recent drought, have 
tuken to highway robbery. Lim gets 
back to the safety of Palestine in 
one piece. And, as his journey ends, 
Lim sums up. 


THIS SMALL country of barely 
26,000 sq.km. has 700,000 inhabi- 
tants, of which 260,000 are Jews. 
From January 1932 till August 1934 
it absorbed 57,000 legal plus some 
15,000 illegal immigrants. Although 
one-third desert, it is of immense 
political and economic importance 
for the future of the Middle East. 

The German-Jewish contribution 
is often overestimated, Lim con- 
cludes. Only 12,000 have come 
since January 1932, for Zionism is 
the creed of the “Ost-Juden.” The 
country needs the ‘‘capitalist,"” but 
in the Zlonist sense he is more ἃ 
hindrance than a help. The Arabs 


hate them, especially the Arab 
merchants who now more than ever 
depend on the poor felaheens’ 
custom. [Δ leads to confrontation 
with their Arab workers, who have 
learned from the Jews the benefits 
of unionization and are now joining 
the Jewish-Marxist Histadrul. 

Lim believes that the economic 
future depends on cooperation 
between Arab and Jew. The 
rehabilitation of a degenerate (en- 
tartetes) people through new roots 
in their ancient soil stands or falls 
with this cooperation, he says. 
Moreover, the Jews have to come to 
terms with belonging to the Orient. 
This sense of belonging is well on 
the way, 


THE ABILITY to absorb Immigra- 
tion, despite intensive productivity, 
is limited, But then the frontiers are 
arbitrarily drawn, contrary to the 
people's best interests, and the 
merging of Transjordan with 
Pulestine is only a question of time. 
Already the Jews are expanding 
their frontiers, In French-ruled 
Syria they are acquiring land for set- 
Uement and plans for Cyprus are on 
the drawing board. 

“Under these conditions a mas- 
sive return of Jews to Palestine is to 
be expected. It is up to them not to 
become Levantines, but to build 
their country and create a home. 
But this docs not mean that they re- 
quire a state of their own. Many 
peoples were for centuries stateless, 
yet retained their identity. 

“The problems of Jewish 
Palestine. cannot be ignored. It ex- 
ists and grows by the day. And that 
is as it should be, because it shows 
the way, how a centuries-old wound 
on the world’s body politic could be 
healed: the Jewish Problem.” With 
this sentence, Lim ends his nar- 
rative. 


‘1 DON'T know Lim's identity, or 


the motivation for his journey, or 
why the articles he wrote merited 
numismatic glorification. But I do 
know that he took the trouble and 
time to see the country for himself 
(more than many a Zionist-by- 
proxy), and that he was a keen 
observer and a superb writer. This 
condensation does scant justice to 
his 20,000-word piece. 

I cannot imagine that Dr. Goeb- 
δεῖς, spent his money to obtain a 
balanced, factual report for, the 
edification and delight of the 
readers of Der Angriff. Therefore 
Lim was cither dispatched to 
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denigrate the Palestinian ex- 
periment or to encourage Jews to 
Jeave Germany for the land of their 
fathers. If the former, Goebbels's 
Teporter served him very badly in- 
deed. If the latter, who was their 
target audience? The Jewish 
rendership of the anti-Semitic Der 
Angrif? This leaves a third pos- 
sibility: to reassure the paper's Nazi 
reuders that immigration to 
Palestine entailed no hardship for 
the victims of their regime — us if 
anyone cared, 

I opt for the first suggestion, that 
Lim set out to hate what he was 
about to observe, but in the pracess 
came to understand and finally to 
admire much of it. The absence: of 
snide, overly anti-Semitic remarks 
in a paper not all that far from the 
Sulrmer approach would seem to 
suggest that. And, although a sup- 
porter of Nazi ideology, he refused 
to sink to the terminology of hate 
and vilification. Remember, the 
lime was early 1934 and the full 
brutality of National Socialism was 
not yel apparent to one and all, 


BUT .THEN early Nazi ideology, 
despite antithetical aims and 
methods, had things in common 
with Zionisny: the sense of rebirth 
from ἃ horrifying and shameful 
pasl; the return to racial roots and 
the soil (Blut wtd Boden); spiritual 
redemption through the nobility of 
minual labour, (Gott schitze dav 
Handwerk}; the pioneering “spirit of 
all for one, and one for ull"; eman- 
cipation through frugality, self- 
denial and sacrifice; and, above all, 
an unlimited confidence in the 
righteousness of the cuuse and its 
millenarian future. 

It is only ideology on the rampage 
that becomes the most lethal 
weapon in the human arsenal, be it 
the creed of the Gentle Saviour and 
the Inquisition, or socialism and the 
Gulag, or National Socialism and 
the extermination camps, or Islamic 
renuissance and the Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

If Lim shows contempt for the ar- 
rogant and opulent ways of the Jews 
from Berlin West, or the mercan- 
tilism and distasteful habits of the 
Ost-Juden, well, sa did the calloused 
pioneers of the Emek. Many 
Germans were initially attracted as 
much τὸ the National as others were 
to the Socialist part of “National 
Socialism." 

I suspect that Lim belonged to 
the latter, and wonder Who he was 
and what became of him. q

THE SENSE of moral righteousness 
which held duty and service to the 
people of India to be its highest aim 
all too often degenerated into 
racism.

In The Jewel in the Crown, Lady 
Chatterjee (no, not the one who so 
admired the gamekecper’s John 
Thomas) put It rather more 
delicately. The scent of India, she 
said, “Is the smell of dung.” But this 
is only a half-truth at best; above all, 
India is the land of extreme con- 
trasts, of grinding poverty and Jakhs 
of rubies, of appalling filth and 
breathtaking beauty. 

Tt heard what I consider the only 
accurate description of the splen- 
dours and miseries of India from 
Fred. Pauker, the Jerusalem graphic 
designer, who spent some years 
there. “When [ think of India,” he 
said, “I immediately recall the 
mingled evening scents of jasmine 
and urine.” 


ALONG THE LINES of the Band 
of Hope's motto, “Lips that Have 
Touched Alcohol Shail Never 
Touch Mine,” ayurvedic medicine 
holds that drinking your own urine 
is a sure passport to health, Even 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai an-

On the other hand, 
Desai, "partaking of the clstern of 
life’ was, I imagine, better off than 
the untold millions who drink the 
water of Mother Ganges, on un- 
speakable tsimmes of decomposed 


corpses, eXcreta, dysentery and 


cholera germs, garnished with other 
goodies too numerous to mention.

The police must keep Jewish sx- 
tremists under surveillance if more 
terror alicks on Arab and Christian 
lnrgels are to be prevented, one of 
the country’s tup experts on ter- 
rorism said this week. 

“There are not many of these 
funutics and they are nut efficient or 
organized, sa the police ure quile 
capable of keeping a close watch on 
them,” said Professor Ehud Sprin- 
ak. 

He wis spcaking following this 
week's arrest of four men, 
suspected of being members of u 
mystical Jewish’ organization that 
hus attacked a dozen targets in- 
cluding churches und mosques in 
the Jerusalem area. 

The four, from Ein Kerem, are 
Ami Deri, 26, his brother Zvi, 22, 
their cousin David Deri, 23, and Uri 
Ben-Ayun. They ure suspected of 


planting boobytrapped grenades on 
Mount Zion and another grenade at- 
tuck at the White Russian Orihodox 
convent at Ein Kerem. 

Said Sprinzak:"These attacks all 
occurred in a fairly short period 
hut they are the result of « process 
that has been going on for some 
time. The culprits follow the 
ideology of peaple like Rabbi Meir 
Kahane and his Kach movement. 

“They have become radicalized 
and now believe that the only 
answer to Arab violence is Jewish 
violence. ‘They did not always think 
that way. Their beliefs have crystal- 
lized over several yeurs." 

Sprinzak characterized Jewish 
terrorists who attack non-Jewish 
religious sites as mainly newly 
religious ‘fanatics'’ who have gone 
through ‘ta tremendous intellectual 
change" in becoming Orthodox. “In 
the process, something in the mind 
is shaken,” he suid. 
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Operations, said the Hebrew 
University political scientist, 
because of the number of yeshivot 
in the city and because it is the 
centre of activists of groups like 
Kach — “though I am not saying 
that Rabbi Kahane is involved with 
such people or even knows them."

Many diligent housewives began 
cleaning for Pessah around Panuk- 
ka time.

It was 
drawn up from the well in a bucket 
kept especially for the holiday, 
then strained through mustin cloth 
into large earthenware jugs, called 
funaguh aud stored in a spot already 
kusher ['Pessah, Large families had 
rows of covered jugs standing ready 
in their courtyard.

ALI. LIVES are unique, but some 
are more unique than others. The 
life — of, 10 pul it more accurately, 
the lives -- of Wim van Leer, as 
described in this autobiugraphy, is 
— ure — eMruordinary by even the 
most exotic stundurds. 

The blurb on the jacket makes a 
try for flavour, to which Tadd a 
further sprinkling: son of a multi- 
millionaire: jazz savophonist; pilot; 
searcher for Tsarist’ gold in Outer 
Mongolia: researcher in opties and 
medicine; upholsterer of a toilet to 
soundproof it for the king of 
England: film-miuker (his wife Lia is 
founder and director of the 
Jerusalem Cinematheque); relue- 
tant Zionist. ‘Time out for nights ina 
Czech brothel; a rescue mission of 
German Jews on Kristallnacht in 
Leipzig as a representative of the 
Quakers; travel and work in 
Trinidad and the Himalayas, inter 
alia; study sessions in Jerusalem 
with Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz...but this 
is the merest puddle in αὶ torrent of 
accupitions und episodes. 

Described with lively intel- 
ligence, irreverence, and the bright 
detail of what seems like total 
recall, the adventures of Wim van 
Leer ure a zig-zag of picaresque 
cpisodes that keep this reader turn- 
ing the pnges and often laughing out 
luud, which is no mean achieve- 
ment. 

As readers of The Jerusalem Post 
know, the author is a frequent con- 
tributor of views, reviews, and com- 
ic turns; these I have sometimes 
found hilarivus, sometimes not. 
This buok is, 1 think, much more 
evenly successful. Some of the later 
chapters might have been worked 
more smouthly into the chronology, 
even if the author did not set out to 
provide a “mile by mile, blow by 
blow" account. But considering the 
embarrassment of riches, he has 
coped well with the impossible 
volume of his life — which amounts 
to enough material for a bookshelf 
of novels in violently varying styles, 
I sympathize with what must have 
heen ἃ Lough hunt for a title before 
settling on this one, with its vaguely 
Saroyan sound. 

_For someone who knew no 
English us a child, the author's eusy 
mastery of this language is impres- 
sive — especially in Isracl, where 
English is often a third, fifth, or

In any event, even before the 
tuble of contents, Van Leer has cap- 
tured the cut crowd ( and it does 
dominate the better class of 
readers) by his felicitous 
ucknowledgement: “I wish to thank 
all the guod people without whom 
this book would have been mainly 
about cits." 


LITTLE WILLEM, the first of two 
sons, was born in Amsterdam in 
1913 toa Dutch-Jewish couple (with 
a Sephardi strain in the father's 
pedigree) steeped in pre-War 
middle-class standards. Father 
made his millions in the metal 
business (steel barrels, used in the 
oil industry), building up the multi- 
national, interlocking-corporate 
level. : 
There ure some fine throwaway 
lines on pupa’s wealth: “He took his 
sister back to the Amstel Hotel, 
where he was staying and whose 
luxurious facilities he happened to 
own." 1 don't know what package 
tourism has done to the Amstel, 


hut 1 know from personal ex- 
perience that it was once one of 
Europe's grand hotels. 

There is also a throwaway 
photograph, captioned “Father and 
Winstons Churchill at Chartwell.” 
Both gentlemen are on white 
horses, The reader later learns that 
the photo is a montage and it is ap- 
parently the sume horse, ἃ gift from 
Van Leer Senivr to Churchill, Paps 
had taken up riding, owned fine 
stables, and even had his own circus 
— via which he escaped during the 
Nazi invasion, For reasons nut en- 
tirely clear. the family wealth was 
even greater after their post-war 
return to Holkind. 

But not even a 28-piece set of 
silver spoons in the mouth of 4 new- 
born babe cun buy a happy fumily 
life, and Wim's relationship with his 
father wus cutastrophic und often 
violent. “Father had many ad- 
mirers, few enemies, and no 
friends," says the son. Their 
mectings were inevitably marked by 
misunde rstandings, resentment, and 
Nervous atlemipts at humour by the 
son. 

So there is one novel — a ghastly 
saga of family unhappiness and 
“lack of communication.” Nor is 
much love lost between Wim and 
his -slightly younger brother Oscar, 
who “cut he friends with people 
richer or poorer’ than himself, and 
who has stayed sufely within the rim 
cof the paternal fortune, and who 
prefers dogs to cuts. Among his 
many cureers, Wim also made one 
of Bluck Sheepishness; in a scene 
nat entirely clear to me, he signed 
away his portion of the family for- 
{une and went on his way. 

Then there are the eccentric un- 
cles and aunts — the one who 
beeume a Catholic nun but kept her 
sex life in good running order (she 
.worked at Vatican headquarters, 
und lived with the Bavarian Royal 
family); the one who went to 
Pulestine and married properly, but 
then eloped to Kenyu with a British 
officer und became private 
secrelary to the governor of Kenya; 
the one who went to Palestine, 
stayed, und came up with such 


wonderful sayings as “If you have. 


friends, you don’t need protekzia.” 


WIM HIMSELF is very good on 
our early ‘grotesque bureaucracy,” 


which “managed to combine the 
blockhead rigidity of Russian 
elerkdom with the planning obses- 
sion of socialism...coupled with 1 
dose of slupdash Levantism in 
league with Jewish arrogance and 
missive incompetence.” 

Still a very reluctant Zionist, he 
remains “emburrassed™ by Yiddish 
and gefilte fish, but his weekly study 
sessions on Judaism with Rabbi 
Stuinsaltz are a high pointe of his cur- 
rent life, 

He is equally irreverent about the 
Van Leer Institute in Jerusalem, the 
concrete memorial to his mother's 
long und fuzzy concern with 
philosophy, hee “amorphie 
(amorphous?) vision — bland and 
austere, cutering {to all, inspiring 
none.” 

Here is an example of Van Leer's 
style in the chupter on the flying 
adventure to Lake Koko-Nor in 
Outer Mongoliu, no less, us an in- 
dication of the tough-adventurer 
thriller he might easily have written: 
“What with the Korea business, the 
place must be lousy with radar, and 
in cuse of a screw-up, it was in uw- 
fully lang walk back to civilization, 
and walkingT did not enjoy even in 
small, round-the-block doses.” 

For a complete switch in style, 
here is life among the Irish: 
“That warm Indian-summer afler- 
noon, the leaves overheud and un- 
derfout udded their russet sadness 
to the seasonal watershed. Sented 
on the terrace of Moore Abbey with 
ἃ παν νη audience of friends, 
family and assorted canines, | 
listened too my hest, Count John

him into many a formal debate with 
behaviourist B.F. Skinner on 
American college campuses. The 
immense popularity of 
behaviourism in Fsraeli psy- 
chological forums adds pungency to 
this next quote. , 
“The popularity of Skinner's 
book Beyond Freedom and Dignity 
testifies to the vast number of peo- 
ple who are crying to be told that 
freedom is an illusion and they need 
worry about It no longer. Skinner 
capitalizes with a vengeance oni the 
widespread feelings of poweérleas- 
ness and helplessness, which aro 
the underlying anxiety of polis 
and he reassures people - 
sonal.responsibility is démodé -and 


that they do not need to trouble 


their consclences — if they have 
any left — about it.” 


FOR A psychologist so sure about 
the existence of autonomous man, 
May's inclusion of the word. 
“destiny” in the title was initially 
puzzling. A cornucopia of funda- 
mentalisms came to mind, along 
with the Hollywoodization of the 
word, summed up succinctly by pop 


singer Paul Anka’s torch ditty, — 


You Are My Destiny. May ex- 
plains, “The tendency, present ea- 
pecially in America, to believe that 
we'can change everything at any 
time we wish, that nothing in 
«character or existence is fixed or 
given (in Los Angeles not even 
death) and that now with psy- 
chotherapy or the cults we can 
remake our lives and personalities 
- over the weekend, is not only a mis- 
perception of life, but is also a 
desecration of it" . . 

May has no illusions regarding 
man's susceptibility to relinquishing 
his freedom. ‘He 

. Dostoevsky’s Grand Inquisitor ‘on 
three separate occasions: ‘“Man Is 
tormented by no greater: anxiety 

. than to find someone quickly to

whom he can hand over that gift of 
freedom with which the ill-fated 
creature js born.*” 

Without self-awareness and 
courage, man will always tend to 
equate freedom with chaos, The 
urge to find something of someone 
(church, state, work, spouse) to take 
control of one’s Tite can be 
eradicated only when the forces of 
‘both man and nature are 
acknowledged and integrated into 
the self. : 

“Destiny Is not to be thought of 
as a ball and chain that afflict 
human beings. It is true that, 
‘There’s a divinity that shapes our 
ends/ Rough-hew them how we 
will! But it ts likewise true, as 
Shakespeare also points out, ‘The 
fault, dear Brutus, is not in our 
stars/ But in ourselves, that we are 
underlings.’ These statements sound 
‘like a clear contradiction. But they 
are paradoxes instead. Freedom is 
by no means the absence of destiny, 
If there were no destiny to confront 
— no death, no illness, no fatigue, 
no limitations of any sort and no 
talents to pose against these limita- 
tions — we would nevér develop 
any freedom."

_ MAY'S final chapter deala with 
τ “the values of despair." Despair has 


been equated with the evisceration 


of - possibility; the ‘nadir of the

emotional ladder, the end of the 
line. Rollo May says it can be the 
beginning. 

- “Authentic despair is that emotion 
which forces one to come to terms with 
one's destiny. It isthe great enemy of 
pretence, the foe of playing ostrich. 
Despair is a letting go of false 
hopes, of pretended loves of infan- 
tilizing dependency, of empty con- 
formism. Despair is the smelting 
furnace which melts out the im- 
purities In the ore. Despair is not 
freedom itself, but is a necessary 
preparation for freedom. Reality 
comes marching up to require that 
we drop all halfway measures and 
temporary exigencies and ways of 
being dishoncst with ourselves and 
confront our naked fives.” 

That kind of confrontation is the 
one man fears mast --- to be ruthless- 
ly honest with himself, to not flinch 
from the mirror, May asks a great 
deal from his redders; but were it 
otherwise, his impact on the 
Amierican psychological fraternity 
would nat be 80 profound.

BCi's diary entries for June {1} aud 
May 24. F948 seem tu fave a 
familiar ring to them, They should, 
They represent that stream of 
Israeli geo-politicul thinking which 
emerged even before the establish- 
ment of the slate and always saw 
Lebanon as the “detachable weak 
link,” regarding the Christians as 
the vehicle for such a 
“detachment.”

“multi-front war, Israel's most dif- 
ficult. BG had a thing about taking 
Notes. At most meetings he — nota 
stenographer — jotted down what 
was said, usually by his in- 
terlocutors, not by himself. Those 
with him disconcertingly saw most 
of the time only the top of his head, 
his hand moving pen on paper. 
Once he looked up and stopped 
writing, one visitor told me, “you 
knew you must stop talking. You 
had exhausted his interest. The 
mecting was over." 

So BG, except for the rare times 
he was laid up sick (as al the end of 
the first truce), kept daily notes of 
his activities, the war's progress, 
what people said to him and, oc- 
casionally, his feelings about some 
war-linked or political issue (never 
anything “personal"), 


AS SUCH, the diary has been, and 
remains, one of Israc]’s major 
historical documents, to which 
teseurchers have had relatively free 
access in the past few years in Sde 
Boker.

minded laymen alike, this is certain- 
ly the most important work 
published in Israel in recent years. 
τ᾿ However, two reservations, First, 
reading through the diaries like a 
novel is not possible. There are lists 
of arms ordered and arms shipments 
received, lists of IDF manpower, 
broken down into brigades and bat- 
talions, at each point in the war, lists 
of officials met and officials ap- 
pointed — which will break the flow 
for most. And the abrupt manner of 
the bulk of the writing — a half 
sentence to the situation in the 
Galilee, then 20 words about a 


_ meeting with Yadin, 10 words about 


settling new olim — make con- 
tinuous reading of the three 
volumes something of a trial. 
Second, BG wrote the diarles 
with the full knowledge that history 
was looking over his shoulder, that 
researchers would one day pore 
through them. He was careful about 
what he wrote down and how he 
wrote it. Throughout, one gets the | 


feeling of care taken and restraint 
imposed — in references .to par- 
ticular people and specific con- 
troversies and events. And one is 
dealing here with an extremely 
clever, indeed wily man — what he 
wanted to hide stayed hidden or 
presented in a self-serving manner. 

But these reservations aside, the 
volumes are a gold-mine for those 
interested in the War of 
Independence, the decision-making 
processes during the war, the rela- 
tions between the different per- 
sonalitles and power-centres in the 
Yishuv, and BG himself (not so 
much the person as the nation- 
builder). There are no great 
“revelations” here, but BG did not 
omit controversial topics or the 
thinking. of dissidents (though he 
often utilized an editorial ‘brevity'). 


SOME OF THE most interesting 
pages are in the first volume's 
almost literal transcriptions (they 
must have seen only the wavy white 
hair hunched over the notebook) of 
BG's semi-regular meetings with 
key defence people and Arabists 
early in the war — Gad Machnes, 
Elias Sasson, Ezra Danin, Israel 
Galili, Yignel Yadin (Sukenik), 
Yitzhak Sadeh, Josh Palmon, Yigal 
Allon, Moshe Dayan. 

On January 1-2, 1948, these ¢x- 
perts held a double session with BG: 
How to react to Arab attacks, what 
to do about the moderates and the 
Muftl, etc. There is criticism of 
Hagana actions as well as con-

(Bul) where there 
wus no fArah) attack — we should 
net allack,” 

Sasson then brings examples of 
Jewish over-reaction or mistuken 
reactions in Jerusalem. 

Dayan denturs: “Hassas, Without 
going into the question of who ig- 
nited the Upper Galilee — in 
retrospect the operation had the 
desired. effect, and the inhabitants 
of Hassas turned (to us) with a 
proposul for peace.” 


BG'S ATTITUDE to the local Arab 
population in the areas eventually 
conquered by the Hagana remains 
ambiguous. He wants the Arabs to 
follow the lead of the middle class in 
Haifa and Jaffa — to flee the 
country. But how far he was willing 
to precipitate and promage such 
flight, directly and indirectly, using 
“Haganev/IDF forces, remains un- 
clear from the diaries. 

He writes of his visit to Haifa on 
May 1: “! passed through... the 
Arab quarters, A fantastic and ter- 
rifying spectacle. A dead city, a 
city-corpse. Only in one place did 
we see two old people sitting in a 
half-empty shop... Grain silos, 
shops, small and large houses, old 
and new — without a living soul 
save stray cats... How did tens of 
thousands flee in such panic — 
without sufficient cause...? What 
caused this flight? Was it only 
orders (to Jeave) from above? It 
does not seem reasonable that very 
wealthy people... will abandon all 
their wealth because someone 
ordered them to do so. Was it fear?" 

Yet, it is known that a few days 
before, looking down from a 
balcony at the Arab panic depar- 
ture, BG noticed some soldiers 
holding up a column of Arab 
civilians. “Why are they delaying 
them? Let them flee," BG is 
reported to have said to Danin.

Editors Rivlin and Orren have 
made very few omissions from the 
original manuscripts. Many are 
justified deletions of lists — of arms 
shipments, manpower, etc. {perhaps 
even more blue-pencilling could 
have been managed without injury 
to the text). But some are 
questionable. 

{n the entry for August 6, 1948, 
BG, as published, wrote about pos- 
sible further pools of manpower for 
the IDF: “In England no real- 
mobilization (of Jews) has yet taken 
place, North Africa is an untapped 
source, though the human material 
is difficult — it has a low cultural 
level, (...).°' What the editors 
deleted at this point is not ex- 
plained. And while it is easy to 
Buess, one can see no real justifica- 
tion for the editing of BG's 
thoughts, warts or otherwise. 

Occasionally, too, the editors fait 
to provide enlightenment on certain 
subjects left unexplained by BG, 
such as his references in Volume [Jk 
lo Jewish atrocities in the Galilee 
ond in the Negev (October-

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WHEN IT COMES to buying clean- 
ing supplies and dry foodstuffs, the 
huge Co-op Tel Aviv-Dan 
Hasharon supermarket chain has 
finally recognized what many wise 
gonsumers have long known: that it 
is cheaper to buy these in smull, 
seruffy shops in and around the 
open-air and wholesale markets 
than in the modern chuin-stores. 
Realizing that it can't fight ‘em, the 
Co-op has decided to join ‘em. 

It has launched its own chain of 
super-discount stores, but us an en- 
tirely separate company for which it 
his chosen the curious name Shem- 
Tov and Sons, which is packed with 
ethnic implications. Its advertising 
cumpaign features a fictitious 
character “Shem-Tov from 
Levinsky Street’ (centre of the Tel 
Aviv wholesile trade) who “im- 
migrated from Bulgaria as a child” 
and wants to do the public a service 
by selling “the best possible 
merchandise at the lowest possible 
pric The full-page ads go on ina 
personalized, ungrammatical 
Hebrew — which many readers are 
bound to find condescending. The 
Shem-Tov and sons logo carries the 
slogan “authorized wholesaler, sells 
also tu individuals — whereas the 
main intent of the chain is clearly 
retail for the general public. 

I find it particularly ironic that a 
chain affiliated with the Histadrut 
feels il necessary to so disguise ils 
image in order to appeal to the 
working musses. The management 
of Co-op Tel Aviv udmits it was 
partly inspired by the success of the 
“Albert Perot" image, portrayed by 
Huim Banai in advertisements of 
the Fruit Murketing Board. Benny 
Ga'on, munaging director of Co-op 
Tel Aviv-Dan Hasharon, says there 
is no intention to deny Co-op's con- 
nection with the new chain — hut 
nal to advertise it either. 

Gaon and the manager of the 
new chain, Eliahu Kremer, say they 
meant the name and promotion tac- 
ties La inject some humour inte the 
commercial fray, and if the choice 
evokes lively comment, so much the 
better. 

Not cuntent, however, | asked the 
Protector of consumer interests at 
the Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
Ovadia Shraga’i, if the campaign 
Was consistent with truth-in- 
adverlising under the Consumer 
Protection Law, Shraga’i said his in- 
itial reaction had heen tu accept the 
Shem-Tov and Sons approach us a 
Iegilimate promotion gimmick, “a 
sort of Purim joke," but promised 
me he would seck the opinion of his 
legal adviser, ᾿ 

Meanwhile, the first four 
branches of Shem-Tov and Sons are 
Operating in Petuh Tikva, Bal Yam, 
and two lucutions in Tel Aviv, (in 
Rehov Dafna und in Yad Eliahu), all 
in the ‘abandoned premises of 
former small Co-op self-service 
Stores, The chain plans to have 20 
branches by the end of the year 
throughout its whole district which 
ranges from Hadera to Eilat. The 
Next two, to open shortly, will also 
be in Tel Aviv, on Rehov Basel and 
Rehov Avigdor. 

Shem-Tov and Sons sells a limited 
Variety of items, only some 300-400. 
There is nothing which requires 
refrigeration, and no fresh fruits or 
Vegelubles. ft specializes in 
household cleaning and paper sup- 
plies, ‘packaged and tinned food 


; Products, and some housewares and 


textiles. Prices are said to be an 
average 15-20 per cent cheaper than 
In regular Co-op Supermarkets. 
ina sense, they will be competing 
with the Co-op's own warehouse- 
Style Super-Shuks, which are 


. themselves some 10-12 per cent 
| cheaper than Supermarkets, A 
regular Supermarket offers about

K,000 items, and a Super-Shuk 
around half that number. 

The Shein-Tov management says 
it eun be so much cheaper than Co- 
op on the same brand-name 
products not only because of 
simpler premises and smuller staff, 
but because it will took for bargains 
from manufacturers and importers. 

But it promises it will not sacrifice 
quility. The new chain will not 
honour eredit cards; payment must 
be made in cush or by personal che- 
que, Weekday hours will be 10 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. non-stop. : 

Co-op took the'same occasion to 
announce that its Supermarkets and 
Super-Shuks are going 10 greatly in- 
crease their ‘‘house-brand” 
merchandise — lines which carry its 
own label rather than another brand 
mame. Some lines, such as spices, 
are being made by the Co-op itself, 
while others are being ordered from 


outside manufacturers. For in- . 


stunce, Sunfrost frozen vegetables 
will be sold both under their own 
label and wnder the Co-ops, at 
slightly different prices. In general, 
house-brands can be 5-25 per cent 


cheaper than comparable hame- 


brund products. ° 


A .MASOR dilemma in my 
house-cleaning this year has been 
what to do with the increasing 
number of one-time-use glass bot- 
tles and jars collecting in my pantry. 


One can use only so many as storage ° 
containers, and 1 find it distressing , 


to toss them into the garbage bin 
when glass is ἃ prime candidate for 
recycling. 

Even Carmel wines no longer 
come in returnable bottles, and 
although the winery claims it is ac- 
cepting empties-for refund until 
April 30, most supermarkets are 
ceusing to accept them after mid- 
April — which will not help us with 
the Seder enipties. Friedman-Tnuva 
wines have also gone over Lo one- 
way bottles, but so far the other ma- 


‘jor wineries (Stock, Ashkelon and 


Eliaz) are continuing to charge 
deposits and take back their own 
battles, In fact, Eliaz of Benyamina 
has just invested $100,000 in bottle- 
washing equipment, 

At Jong last, 1 can report some 
progress in the collection of 
household glass for recycling. In the 
truns-Yarkon neighbourhoods of 
Tel Aviv, there are already some 
1,000 courtyard containers for used 
bottles, and the -municipality has 
now given its formal approval to this 


“trial.” 
Bal Yam also has some bins 


-already, and Holon, Bnei “Brak, 
‘Givatayim and Ramat Gan are 


slated to get them soon, Other parts 
of the country are not so lucky, 
The long-awaited collection pro- 
ject is a joint effort of Akim, the 
society which aids the mentally han- 


_dicapped, and Iskal, ἃ year-old 
‘ conimercial recycling firm. Every 


bottle tossed into the bins will mean 


"a contribution to“ Akim, just as vir- 
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tually all the waste paper collection 
benefits the Soldiers’ Welfare As- 
sociation. Akim's director, Yair 
Gilboa, has been negotiating the 
necessary arrangements with Dan 
Region municipalities, which 
should be welcoming the effort with 
open arms. 

Ἐπὶ told that glass makes up 20 
per cent of our household waste, 
and every bottle means that much 
less work for garbage collectors. 
Recycling aids ecology, as glass 
does not decompose in the garbage 
heaps, and it aids the economy, as 
new glass can be made from the old, 
with less need {o spend foreign cur- 
rency on expensive imported soda 
ush for the purpose. 

While Akim's name is on every 
bin, the actual responsibility for 
plucing and servicing them belongs 
to two enthusiastic young Israelis, 
Arye Spinner and Motti Shamir, 
who spent some time in South 
Africa and got the idea there. Their 
company, Iskal, near Tel Hashomer 
in Ramat Gan, was established 
largely with. money fram "good 
South African Zionists," who are 
willing to wait several years to see 
any return on their investment. 

Iskal has an arrangement with 
Phoenicia, the Koor company 
which is the country’s sole manufac- 
turer of gldss, to buy up all it col- 
lects. 

[skal makes it fairly obvious 
that it would like to get sole rights to 
glass collection for the entire 
country, bul says it would take four 
or five years to spread bins 
everywhere, because of the large in- 
vestment required, ᾿ 

The system has been made as 
easy as possible, to encourage 
citizens to use it. All calours of glass 
muy he tossed into one bin — unlike 
many places abroad, which require 
it to be sepurated into brown, green 
and clear, [skal will do this itself. It 
is nol even necessary to rinse out 
the empties, and it doesn’t matter if 
the bottles break when they fall into 
the bins. Because they will be 
pluced in the courtyards of apart- 
ments blocks four storeys and 
higher, residents will have virtually 
no carrying to do. Where buildings 
are smaller, there will be central 
neighbourhood bins, 

For the present, however, Israelis 
are more likely to find containers 
for waste paper than for glass. In 
much of Tel Aviv, there are green 
burlap sacks in courtyards, 
elsewhere, orange-coloured 
neighbourhood bins are the rule. 
Virtually all this is the activily of 
Amnir, a subsidiary of the Hadera 

Puper Mills, which collects and 
.Processes waste paper, and chan- 
nels some of the proceeds to 
Soldiers’ Welfare. 


THE FIRE at the Amnir plant in 
Hadcra last month destroyed some 
6,000 tons of recyclable paper — 
slightly more (han one month's col- 
leation. However, I was relieved to 
learn that the plant itself was com- 
pletely unharmed, and Amnir is 
working full swing and anxious to 
muke up the losses. Business firms 
with lurge amounts of paper can get 
pick-up service by selling it directly 
to Amnir. (main office, 063-36849) 
or urranging to donate it to their 
. regional Soldiers’ Welfare office. 
Eilat is about the only town with 
no wuste-paper collection; it is con- 
sidered too remote to be 
worthwhile. Jerusalemites complain 
about the scarcity of bins in the 
Capital. : . 2 
Amnir tells me the new 
head of the Jerusulem sanitation 
department is more receptive to the 
ἡ project than was his predecessor, 
and 100 bins have just been added in 
thé -city. ΣΌΝ 


1 RECENTLY encountered an in- 
teresling project which mixes 
business and philanthropy. It is 
called Gypsy-Nakash, and is a 
warehouse store in the industrial 
zane of Rishon Lezion, selling 
clothing, footwear, and some clean- 
ing supplies to large families at 
rock-bottom prices, just enough to 
break even. Actually, anyone can 
shop there, but an additional 10 per 
cent discount is given to families 
with four or more children (with an 
[L.D. card as proof), to members of 
the Zehavi organization for big 
families, and to disabled soldiers. 

Gypsy-Nakash is an offshoot of 
just plain Gypsy, which is a strictly- 
business firm which has had a. 
meteoric success in becoming one 
of our leading sports shoe manufac- 
turers within two years, It claims to 
be third in size in the country, after 
Guli und Hamgaper, Spokesman for 
both Gypsy and Gypsy-Nakash is 
37-yeur-old Zion Golan, who es: 
tablished the Tel Aviv shoe factory 
with his brother Yossi, 32. Their 
father was a cobbler from Tripoli, 
and they had their first success with 
heach slippers, then gym shoes, and 
this summer will launch Gypsy sun- 
duals, 

Its sports shoes, says Golan 
proudly, average half the price of 
other leading local brands and one- 
third the pri_e of big-name imports. 
The Shekem chain carries Gypsy, as 
do many private shops, and it has 
done some trade with Unifil, has 
already exported to Australia, and is 
negotiating for am order from Ger- 
miny. 

The newly-upened Gypsy-Nakash 
warchouse store, Golan says, grew 
oul of his childhood memories of 
what it felt like to receive charity 
packages of used clothes. He feels 


ὦ retail stores here operate on too 


high «a mark-up, necessitated by 
their credit terms with manufac- 
turers, He decided to do something 
directly to offer less affluent 
families an opportunity to buy at 
low prices. 

In Rishon, one flight up in α 
fuctory-like building, Gypsy shoes 
cost about 40 per cent less than in 
regular shops. So do the products 
for children and adults from half a. 
dozen other clothing and footwear 
firms thut have agreed to provide 
reportedly first-quality goods at vir- 
tually non-profit prices, as a 
goodwill gesture. Mustang, Solog, 
Ravit und even Gypsy's competitor 
Hamgaper are participants. 

For a warchouse-style store, the 
place is surprisingly attractive, has 
fitting booths, and will offer free 
coffee tu customers, a touch of class 
one usually finds only at more ex- 
pensive establishments. As at or- 
dinary comme: cial stores, paymeni 
is not only in cash, but with Visa, 
Isracard, personal cheque, and even 
in instalments on large purchases.

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THEMES IN JEWISH PHILOSOPHY 
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WHEN TAMI won three Knesset 
seats in the 198] elections, becom- 
ing the first Oriental Jewish protest 
party ever to do so, abservers 
chalked it up to the magic of the 
name carried by Tami leader 
Aharon Abuhatzeira, scion of a long 
line of rabbis and holy men revered 
by North African Jewry. Also im- 
portant in Tumi's success, it was 
held, was his followers’ belief that 
he had heen the victim of a plot by 
the Ashkenazi establishment, which 
had supposedly brought hin to trial 
on trumped-up charges of bribery. 

In 19384, the lust person tu rely on 
the attraction of a nume or on a 
sense of outrage among his fol- 
lowers caused by passing events 
would be Abuhatzeira himself, still 
the undisputed leader of Tami 
despite his recent jail term for 
embezzlement. Since Tami joined 
the Likud cualition in 1981, he and 
other Tami leaders have been busily 
building an array of institutions 
intended to provide sovial, 
religious, educational, cullurat and 
other services to their constituency. 

During the lust two years, Tami 
his set up 10 nan-profit associations 
fannitat) lo carry out these services 
for the party faithful, and to atrruct 
hew supporters to the ranks. The as- 
sociations were founded und run hy 
parly activists, and coordinited by 
Abuhatzeira and his loyalists at the 
top. While some of thém are still 
ectting organized, others have 
already gone into action, spending 
tens of millions of shckels in the 
process. 

Where has the money come from 
lo finance these ventures? It would 
be a mistake to look solely in the 
direction of Tumi's well-heeled sup- 
porters in Geneva or New York, 
although Tami has received large 
contributions from Swiss magnatc 
Nessim Gaon, American Sephardi 
leader Steven Shalom and Leon 
Tamman of England. 


TAMI'S success at setting up an in- 
stitutional base for attracting and 
maintaining support is a textbook 
case on how to get the most out of a 
brief sojourn in the government 
coalition, or how to create 
something out of nothing. The vast 
majority of the funds that fuel its 
network of associations come from 
the “special coalilion grants" 
enshrined in the 1981 coalition 
agreement. Under this rubric, the 
Treasury distributes money to “‘in- 
stitutions” favoured by the -three 
religious parties, with the National 
Religious Party and Agudat- Yisrael 
getting the lion's share and Tami 
left with about 12 per cent. 

This year's allocations for special 
grants ace itemized in the budget of 
the Ministry of Religious Affairs, 
which serves as the conduit for dis- 


- tributing the cash. Out of a total of 


182.242 bilHon set aside for this pur- 
pose in fiscal 1984/85, three Tami 
institutions are listed as getting 
[5200 million. Other items on this 
list provide Tami with millions more 
to channel as it wishes to yeshivot 
and schools in development arcas. 

ft is Important to note that the 
bulk of the grants Lo Tami are ear- 
marked for Tami's associations, 
which are legally independent en- 


᾿ς tities, and do not go directly to in- 


stitutions that Tami would like to 


support. In the 1983/84 fiscal year,

This method of allocation has 
several advantages fur the purty. 
First, it provides an indirect way to 
finance party activities outside the 
framework of the purty financing 
jaw, which provides only paltry 
sums lo Tami's three-man Knesset 
faction. The latest adjustment in 
poverninent financing for ongoing 
party activities provides [$446,000 a 
Inonth per MK for each faction. In 
yeurly lerms, this umounts to close 
to ISi8m, The money allotted to 
Tami under the law for election 
cumnpaign expenses will amount to 
just under 1540m. 


THE SUMS provided by the 
gevernment financing for parties 
pale in comparison to the money 
from the special coalition grants. 
Funds from the latter poured into 
Tami’s ussocintions finance their ac- 
livities, to be sure. But they also pay 
the salaries of party activities and 
office expenses for what are basical- 
jy for purty facilities. 

Second, the independent legal 
stutus of the associations enables 
them to contract to provide ser- 
vices for government ministries, 
namely those controlled by Tami: 
the Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs and the Ministry of Im- 
migrant Absorption. This could not 
be done directly by a party 

lt has been alleged that some as- 
socintions received grants from the 
National Insurance Institute, 
headed by Tami activist Danny 
Azriel. He categorioglly «denied. 
however, that any Tami associations 
had even applied for grants awarded 
to finance Innovative social projects 
related to NIT goals. 

Third, the associations are con- 
venient addresses for funds from 
various sources in virtually un- 
limited amounts. Parties, however, 
are limited by the party financing 
law in the amount of private con- 
tributions they may receive. When 
the associations mature ond can 
produce yearly balance sheets, they 
will be eligible to apply for the 
grants distributed by a ministerial 
committee that divides up large 
sums left as bequests to the state, 
The other religious parties have 
been doing this for years. 


THE SECRETARY of Tami's 
Knesset faction, Yoram Ben- 
Shalom, 34, who is active in several 
of the associations, said that they 
Serve as Tami’s operational arm for 
solving the social problems of 
ethnic inequality and discrimination 
that the party was set up to fight. 
“Take the area of vocational 
training,” he said, “The ORT and 
Amal networks are the establish- 
ment, who serve the ‘high society’. 
There have been plenty of cases 
when they didn't accept ‘our’ boys 
and girls, or places in outlying areas 
where they were not interested in 
setling up schools, So we.set up our 
own vocalional training network. 
“Or take culture. The worthy 
cultural and religious traditions of 
Oriental Jewry have no place in the 
general culture of Israel. Hassidut? 
Of course, that belongs to the 
Jewish people as a whole, But the 
traditions of North African Jewry — 
these are only for the edos (Criental 


salem Post's CHARLES HOFFMAN reports. 
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ethnie communities]. The Ministry 
of Education und Culture has a small 
department for ‘integrating the 
heritage of Oriental Jews," but it 
gets only a friction of the enormous 
budget of the cultural wing of the 
ministry. It's pure fokenism. So we 
saw it as essential to fund cultural 
activities to preserve and promote 
our Oriental heritage, which would 
otherwise be ignored. 

“That's what politics is all 
about,” said the intense young man, 
who was formerly an investment ad- 


wiser. “If you are not a part of the 


gunic, you get nothing. If you are, 
then you cun get what you want. 
The associations are part of our ef- 
forts to uct ws a pressure group on 
hehalf of the social, economic, 
cultural and religious interests of 
Oriental Jews. Ὁ 

“Our goal," he concluded, “is to 
set up shop in every:possible corner 
of EFrerz Yisrael. We plan to es- 
tablish a faction in the Histadrut 
son, and ure now competing in the 
elections for the Histadrut 
Teachers’ Union, We haven't set up 
any economic ‘bodies yet, but 
maybe we'll do that too. We are es- 
tublishing friends’ organizations 
wbroud for our associations, just like 
ORT, Amal and all the others.” 


TAM! HAS a growing cadre 
of well-educated young men and 
women like him, born in Israel to 
immigrant parents and seething 
with frustration and bitlerness at the 
ethnic dicrimination and inequality 
that they perceive in Israeli society. 
Among other things, the associa- 
tions provide a natural outlet for 
their talents and ambitions. 

The principle underlying the as- 
sociations is expressed in Tami's 
recently completed draft platform, 
which calls for the party to establish 
“parallel systems" of social and 
economic institutions to change the 
Status of Oriental Jews in Israel. 

This would ‘seem to conflict, 
however, with another principle in 
the platform which calls for social 
welfare services to be provided “on 
a uniform basis by the state 
(mamlachti| to the entire population 
on the basis of need." There is no 
indication in the document as to 
how the widely-shared ideal of 
mamtachtiut is to be reconciled with 
the separatist structures 
represented by the associations. 

Tami's associations, as we see 
from the following survey, range 
over a wide number of areas: 


ΠῚ Hadar (Splendour), defined as a 
religious vocational training 
network, was registered in 
December 1982, and is slated this 
year to receive 1$20m. in coalition 
grants. lis head offices are located 
in a fancy suite in the same office 
building in Tel Aviv that houses 


Tami party headquarters and the . 


main office of the Israel branch of 
the World Sephardi Federation. 
Hadar director-general Gabi 
Eilat enthusiastically described his 
plans to set up “community com- 
puter centres" in development 
towns all over the country, where all 
age-groups down to the 
kindergarten level would learn the 
technology that is the gateway to

sophistiemted industrial and) ad- 
ministrative vecupations tod: 


Eilat, who is also in charge of 
organizing party headquarters for 
the elections, has had sume ex- 
perience in the computer business, 

This goal is still far from reatiza- 
lion, bul Eilat said that Hadar has 
already sel up two courses in com- 
puler programming for about 80 dis- 
charged soldiers in Ashkelon and 
Beil Shemesh, and has conducted 
study duys in computers for resi- 
dents of development towns in a 
centre in Migdal Ha'emek. 

Hadar has also set up ἃ small 
vocational training centre for youth 
from moshuvim in Nehora in the 
Luchish region, and several day- 
vare centres in Ashkelon and the 
Tel Aviv area. 

The ussocintion’s ambitious plans 
call for operating vocational train- 
ing programmes through Project 
Renewal, setting up training centres 
in development towns and rural 
areas that have been neglected by 
the established vocational networks 
and the government, They include 
youth vocational centres for the 
Arab village of Umm el-Fahm and 
the Druse town of Daliat al-Carmel. 

In setting up these programmes 
and centres, Hadar acts as 
promoter, middle man and 
operator. Its staff scouts locations 
for potential projects, sells the ideas 
to the local authority, which can 
provide facilities or funds to 
purchase equipment. Money also 
comes from Mifal Hapayis and the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs. 

{n Hadar's case, the moncy from 
the coalitton*gcants has enubied il to 
become an initiating and coor- 
dinating body, with the large funds 
for buildings and equipment for the 
projects it promotes coming from 
other sources, often with the back- 
ing of the Labour Ministry. The 
Ministry also funds some projects 
directly, such as the Nehora facility, 

The director-general of the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, Tami activist Asher Ohayon, 
was asked about possible conflict of 
interest arising from these arrange- 
ments between the ministry and 
Tami associations, 

Ohayon, who was mayor of 
Netivot in the 1950s and spent many 
years in the National Religious 
Party, is known for his reserved and 
somewhat courtly manner. But he 
can explade when someone touches 
a sensitive ethnic nerve: 

“Tami is not allowed to do what 
other parties have been doing for 
decades? Beit Berl, the Labour 
Party institute, geta [$130m. a year 
from the ministry to fund training 
programmes it sponsors. The 
Mizrahi schools get ministry funds 
too. And what would we do without 
Na’amat day-care centres and the 
Amal schools fof the Histadrut]? 
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‘retreals. 


Most of Israel's day-care and 
vocational training services are 
ed an networks originally es- 
tablished by political bodies and 
funded over the years by the stute.” 
A question about ministry super- 
visors or other officials possibly 
“going easy" on Tami institutions so 
as not lo offend their political bhos- 
ses brought another sharp retort: 
“That's a question people would ask 
only about Orientals. Who would 
ask such a question about Mapai’? 
Close to 99 per cent of the labour 
offigials in the ministry are Align: 
meat people. Am 1 to be suspicious 
of them when they deal with Amal 
schouls? ΟΥ̓́ course not! | cun rely 
on their integrity as civil servants 
that they will do their jobs, whether 
they deal with Amal or Hadar. 


O Moreshet Dorot (Heritage of 
Generations) is another of the 
larger associations, established in 
January 1982, Last year it had a 
budget of 1820m. and this year is 
supposed to receive [$90m. in couli- 
tion grants. 

This associittion has a broad man- 
dite lo organize social and cultural 
activilies lo promote Oriental 
Jewish culture, which range from 
musical performances and art ¢x- 
hibits to lectures and weekend 
It is sponsoring u 
“pilgrimage” to Jerusalem during 
the intermediate days of Pessuh and 
also pluns u big event for Lag 
Ba'Omer. It has been known to 
spend lavishly — up to several thou- 
sand shekels — on festive dinners, 
complete wilh musical accompani- 
ment. 

Ben-Shalom, several Abuhatzeira 
cousins and Uzan's son Iron are 
listed among the officers of 
Moreshet Dorot, 


O Mifras (Sail), also registered in 
December 1982, is a scholarship 
fund for needy students in boarding 
schools, yeshivot and universities. 
According tv its director, Moshe 
Rarzilai, the fund has so far dis- 
tributed [S25m. in scholarships, 
which will double by the end of this 
yeur. By that time close to 5,000 stu- 
dents will have received grants 
ranging from 185,000 to 1815,000, 
most ut the lower end of the scale. 

Tn speci! cases, Barzilai noted, 
MA or PhID students working on 
research topics important for Orien- 
tal Jewry can receive much larger 
grants, up to 1§100,000. 

The -grunts are awarded on the 


. basis of fumily size, family income, 


und, in the case of married students, 
the availibility of support from their 
parents, Belween 15 to 20 per cent 
of the recipients, he said, have been 
Arubs, Druse or Ashkenazim. 


ΓΙ Leket (Gleaning), a publishing 
house for academic research, 
poetry, memoirs, religious tracts of 
novels on subjects of importance to 
Oriental Jews, was registered in 
January 1982, This year’s budget 15 
IS2m., similar to the level of the 
past two years. Leket is headed by 
Asher Idan, a doctoral student in 
philosophy at Tel Aviv University. 
Leket's activities were explain 
by Vicki Shiran, a fiery advocate of 
Tami's ideological. view of the 
ethnic gap In Israel,. who enjoys 
jousting in public forums with those 
who hold more optimistic views 


. the situation. 


She said that when Leket opened

O Meoroat (Luminaries) was 
registered Inst August, and serves us 
a funnel for aid to Oriental syn- 
ugogues, yeshivol, cultural 
organizations, boacding schaals and 
even other Tami associations. Last 
year it spent IS25m.; this year it is 
scheduled to receive {890m. in 
coalition grants. 

Both politically and financially, 
Me’orot seems to be one of Tumi's 
more important associations, judg- 
ing from the fact that Ben-Shalom 
and Tami treasurer Hagai Moyal 
are officers. Ben-Shalom noted that 
many Oriental religious institutions 
have been neglected over the years 
hy the Ashkenazi religious es- 
tublishment — hence the important 
role to be played by Me‘orot. 


OQ Nahlat Avot (Patrimony) is 
Tami's ussociation to aid mushavim 
and to promote and organize new 
settlements by Tami members, 
which was registered in January 
1983. Tami got 3,000 votes in the 
last elections from the moshavim, 
said activist Nissim Hatuel from 
moshay Ramot Meir, which in- 


politically fertile ground 
for the association. 

In this aren, though, Tami does 
not have much to offer at present, It 
is not represented in the bodies that 
make policy for existing settlements 
or set up new ones — the 
Agriculture Ministry and the Settle- 
nmient Department of the Jewish 
Agency und World Zionist 
Organization, Some moshavim have 
nevertheless turned to Tami in 
desperation, seeking its help in try- 
ing to dishand the cooperative 
structure that Has always been the 
backbone of uioshdy agriculture. 
Such a step is too drastic for the 
reigning moshav organizations, con- 
trolled by Labour and the NRP, to 
conte niplate. 

Tami would like to see an end to 
the politicization of moshav 
organizations, and a separation of 
the moshav as a place of residence 
and unit of local government from 
its agricultural cooperative side. 

Tami has hundreds of candidates 
interested in founding either 
moshavim or community. settle- 
ments, Hatuel said, but with little 
chance at present of achieving their 
goals, even after a three-year 
waiting period. 


O Muoz (Fortress or Shelter) was 
registered only last August and its 
projects for welfare services for the 
aged and the handicapped are still 
in the planning stage. Eilat, who 
also directs Maoz, said that 
ulthough the concept of the old-age 
home was once not acceptable 
among Oriental Jews, the weaken- 
ing of family ties and the financial 
burdens of caring for the aged have 
created a growing demand for such 
services. 

Maoz also wants to get involved 
in training more women to provide 
homemaker services to the aged 
and disabled in development towns 


and disndvantaged urban 
neighbourhoods, using funds from 


the Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs. 


O Masu‘a (Beacon), one of the 
smuiler associations, is charged with 
setting up courses on Judaism after- 
noon schuols for religious study, 
and kallelim (yeshivol for married 
students). It nlso disburses grants to 
yeshivot, schools und kolfetim, 
although the 182m. it received in 
1983/4 could not have gone very far. 


O The Yemenite members of what 
is predominantly a North African 
movement have their own associa- 
tion, called Atzil, an acronym for 
irgun Το τὶ πὶ Yotzei Teiman (As- 
sociation of Young People of 
Yemenile Origin). This group gets 
unds for holding meetings, lec- 
tures, weekend retreats, and trips 
dround the country ostensihly 
devoted tu the study of the 
Yemenite heritage, 


OD An association still in the process 
of formation will set out to establish 
a chain of grocery stores around the 
country for large famities, While 
some party lenders want this as- 
sociation, as yet without an official 
hume, to be launched and funded 
strictly by the party, others, such as 
Ohayon, would like to see discount 
stores for large families set up by 
the government. 

Agudat Yisrael leader Menahem 
Porush set up a discount store for 
the needy, called Besha'arayich 
Yerushalayim, over 10 years ago. 
Recently, the Aguda’s rival for 
ultra-Orthodox Oriental votes, the 
new party Shas, got into the act with 
its own discount outlet, called Rav 
Berachot. 


AT THIS point it scems that 
whether the Likud or the Alignment 


forms the next government, Tami 
will be part of it, eager to use its 
governmental power and connec- 
lions to keep public money Mowing 
through its associations. 

_ Bul the creation of these associu- 
tions with gavernment money over 
the last (wo years raises some 
touchy questions of public 
propriety, irrespective of what the 
older parties from Labour to 
Agudat Yisrael have been doing for 
years through similar arrange ments. 


Requests for interviews with the 
party leaders — Aharon Abuhat- 
zeira, Minister Aharon Uzan and 
his deputy, Ben-Zion Rubin — were 
fepeatedly turned down on the 
grounds thal they were ‘too busy." 
The questions that were fo be put ta 
them should be asked anyway: 

Educational and welfare institu- 
tions were estublished by politicul 
movements agd other voluntary 
bodies before the establishment of 
the state, and have maintained their 
separate identities while enjoying 
government financing since then. 

{s it not both anachronistic and 
pretentious for a small, new move- 
ment like Tumi to seek (o establish a 
“parallel network” of services? 
Aren't Tami’s political interests (ak- 
ing precedence here over its pur- 
ported dedication to advancing the 
welfure of Oriental Jews? 

What public scrutiny is there over 
the distribution of funds through 
Tami's associations? Don't the 
programmes for handing out money 


us scholarships and aid to schools 
und religious institutions constitule 
ἢ subtle, or perhaps nol so subtle, 
form of vote-buying? How can the 
public distinguish between activities 
such us weekend retreals for the 
study of Oriental traditions, and 
elcelionvering pure and simple? 
While there is ἃ legal limit on elec- 
tion) campaign expenses, funds 
spent an trips, dinners ind lectures 
through the associations are in prin- 
ciple without limit. 

A partish unswer to some of these 
questions was pruvided by the State 
Comptroller's Office, which is em- 
powered to examine the way public 
money is spent by any of the institu. 
tions that receive it, including these 
on the list for special couwition 
grants. The cutch here, according to 
the comptroller's spokesman, is that 
there has to be a special reason for 
an examination of these bodies, 
such as the suspicion of improper 
use of funds. These institutions are 
not routinely and regularly checked 
by the comptroller like government 
ministries or public corporntions. 

Until this fiscal year, the very no- 
tion of an examination of these 
bodies by the comptroller was 
problematic, since they did not have 
τὸ slate what they would do with the 
money us a condition for receiving 
it, Starting this year, however, they 
must submit a statement to the 
Religious Affairs Ministry 
enumerating the aims fur which the 
money will be spent. 

Even this may not provide a 
satisfactory lever for public 
scrutiny, however, since the aims of 
the associations are usually phrased 
in vugue or general terms. A stan- 
dard clause in the aims of Tami's as- 
sociutions is hat the association is 
empowered lo “carry out any ac- 
tivily that its directors see us ap- 
propriate for achieving the goals of 
(he association.” ῃ

this season in New York, The most 
fashionable young women dress in 
“bag lady chic," which t the un- 
trained eye looks like nothing so 
much us layers of shmattes, un ex- 
pensive imitation of the dress of 
homeless women. 

The utter conformism one finds 
in a nation that prizes individualism 
so highly is a constant surprise to 
the visitor. New Yorkers argue pas- 
sionately ubout civil rights, but 
persecute smokers — something 
that bothered even this non-smoker, 
The proverbial rush of lemmings to 
self-destruction is as nothing com- 
pared to the morning dash of the 
joggers. Woe 1o a simple pedesirian 
who happens to cross their path of a 
morning in the vicinity of Central 
Park: he is in dire peril of being 
trampled underfoot.

New York's half a million Asians. 

At the southern tip of the island, 
next to Battery Park, | found a 
monument to the 23 Jewish men, 
women and children who landed in 
New Amsterdam in September 
1654. And one day, while crossing 
l4th Street, I stumbled across the 
relics of an early Jewish cemetery 
dating back two centuries. Yet 
despite the prominent role Jews 
have played in making New York 
what it is today, there are few Jews 
in top executive jobs in the big 
banking, insurance and oil corpora- 
tions: it is still the old WASP 
moneyed class that runs the show. 

One of the most exclusive sports 
clubs —- the New York Health Club 
— still excludes Jews, while some 
apartment blocks on posh East End 
Avenue will not rent to Jewish te- 
nants. : 

One of the inverted jokes you 
hear Jewa telling is about the bee 
flying around Manhattan in a yar- 
mulke. Asked why, he replies: “I 
don't want to be mistaken for a 
WASP." 

A Jew who would apparently not 
mind being mistaken for a WASP is 
the playwright Neil Simon. 
Although most of his playsdeal with 
a typically Jewish New York milieu, 
he is notorious for striving not to 
use Jewish actors. Characteristical- 
ly, his latest Broadway hit, Brighton 
Beach Memoirs, is all about a New 
York Jewish family on the eve of 
World War II, but Simon is 
reported to have kept Jewa out of 
the cast entirely. 

The best play of the current 
Broadway season is undovbtedly a 
British import, Tom Stoppard's The 
Real Thing, where the brilliant 
acting of Jeremy frons and Glenn 
Close illuminates the theatrical 
season. With crackling wit, Stop- 


pard deals with the trials and 
tribulations of marriage and 
Parenthood in the mid-'80s,

! found it a bit disturbing, for the 
stained-glass windows and the organ 
have been left ὧι situ, with the altar 
converted into a bar, On opening 
night, a guest arrived dressed as a 
priest and insisted on dancing lewd- 
ly with a huge paper-maché cross. 
No wonder the Episcopalian bishop 
of New York wrote to The New York 
Times protesting his abhorrence at 
such sacrilege. 

That kind of far-out activity 
seens to fuel an ever-intensifying 
backlash of religious fundamen- 
talism, with the TV air waves futl of 
imprecations by video preachers, all 
asking for and getting millions of 
dollars of tax-free donations. [n 
keeping with the extreme contrasts 
of this society, switching the TV dial 
from a Holy Roller preacher brings 
in a commercial for the Herpes 
Dating Service —- whose slogan is, 
“Don't Get Dejected, Date the 
Infected” — with the announcer 
saying, “We offer the prospect of 
happiness to the 25 million people 
infected with herpes throughout the 
United States,” 

Switching on to late-night cable 
TV in New York brings various 
degrees of pornographic movies 
into one's living room, with varia- 
tions to suit all sexual tastes. 

On the other hand, there was 8 
New York channel that, through a 
whole week, ran a series of in- 
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vesligative reports on the influence 
of cocuine in Hollywood. Through 
interviews with detectives and peo- 
ple working in the movie industry, it

There were none 
of the wisecracking, genial police 
officers dashing about in pursuit of 
criminals. Instead, un air of heavy 
boredom reigned. Another of my 
private myths about New York had 
been shattered. 

It uppears that pickpocketing is 
cegarded as unimportant by New 
York's Finest, especially if non- 
voting visitors ure involved. My 
premise that 1 was the victim wus 
also shuttered, [nsteud, 1 was 
treated as the foolish innocent who 
had put himself in the way of the 
thief. 

| was advised in a rather resigned 
way to seek out the 20th precinct on 
West 82nd Street. A woman clerk 
was kind enough to supply me with 
ils phone number. When | called, a 
deep-voiced woman officer at the 
other end heard me out and began 
to take down details. 

Then she asked me to specify my 
race. [ was really and truly shaken. 
That kind of question in New York, 
in 198411 could not help thinking of 
the Nuremberg race laws, but 1 
answered with a question of my 
own: “Doesn't the fact that my 
name is Segal tell you? To my 
amazement, she answered in the 
negative, and 1 had to spell out that 
1 was Jewish.

AMOS CONSIDERS IT his duty to 
look ufter his employers’ welfare. 

As we 
Jeave the car, Amos inquires 
whether he should come along. 
Nina suys no, not least for fear the 
car might be stolen if left untended:

Danny, my 
host, explains that the Telephone 
Company haven't been able to work 
out nn accounting system, so once 
in a while they simply cut off all the 
phones in a cily neighbourhood, 
then wail for peuple to come to 
their offices and pay the bills. 

That evening he comes home 
laughing. {1 turns out they've cut the 
phone of the National Electric 
Power Authority too, so the NEPA 
cul off the Telephone Company's 
power in revenge. 

NEPA, by the way, is one institu- 
tion everyone loves to hate. This 
morning | find a reader's letter in 
the paper, which has a vaguely 
familiar ring. | quote verbatim:

That, at least, wos what | told new 
manager Yosef Heksh, when he sug- 
gested I try the hotel's Regency 
Grill. Bul, he insisted, the hotel's 
cuisine has undergone a vast 
improvement, So I agreed to a visit, 
bul only on condition that it was un- 
unnounced, 

Although I did drop in without 
warning, 1 suspect that my cover 
was blown at least half-way through 
the proceedings, Still, they could 
hardly cook up a special meal for 
me, and 1 didn't observe the other 
guests suffering from any lapses in 
service. 


The restaurant, in the hotel base- 
ment, certainly does exude an aura 
of elegance and luxury. The walls 
are lined with terra cotta brick and 
on one aide ἰ5 an open fire where the 
meat is grilled, A singer with an ex- 
ceptionally fne voice sings moatly 
Israeli folksongs, accompanying 
herself on a guitar. 

The menu js much as one would 
expect from a long-established hotel 
with u clientele which includes 
many regulars. It is extensive, with 
few surprises. The wine list features 
a full range of local wines, although, 
inexplicably, neither Carmel nor 
Monfort wines, both of which are 
stocked, are mentioned. 

One of the few shortcomings of 
the meal came at the outaet, when 
one of the carrot sticks placed on 
the table was found [0 have a small 
stone lodged In it when my compan- 
ion bit into It with a crinch. No 
teeth brake, however, and we en-

My companion, who is watching 
her figure, began her meal with the 
consommeé, described un the menu 
as double consommé with part. 
This, f am afraid, is false ulvertis- 
ing. There is no shame in ulfering ia 
sitnple consomine if that is what you 
have, and if makes guests far hap- 
picr than expecting something they 
uren't going lu get. 

Following the first course, a 
wailer came up with a salad cart, 
preparing sulads to our order with a 
choice of vegetables, chopped egy 
and croutons. The dressings were 
the usual Americanized variations 
of so-called Russian, French and 
something local hotels insist un vall- 
ing vinaigrette, 

However, when I asked for plain 
vinegur and oil, this was readily 
available, although 1 am sorry to say 
that the oil was not olive oil. 1 
suspect that ! represent a vast silent 
majority who disdain thick, gooey 
sulad dressings and would be very 
happy to enjoy the sublime taste of 
good olive oil on their salad, 

For my main course I ordered the 
pepper steak, both because it is a 
dish I like and because J like the 
show that goes along with it, Visual- 
ly, [ was not at all disappointed. The 
sauce was prepared at the table ina 
suitably flamboyant fashion. 

Gastronomically, however, 
although the meat was excellent, 
the sauce was rather greasy, with far 
too much margarine and nol 
enough brandy to burn it off. The 
pepper used was the commercially 
prepared, rather than freshly 
ground variety, and one of the in- 
gredients used was ketchup, which 1 
found quite unwarranted. 

My companion’s medallions of 
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beef in a wine sauce were very pood 
and the sauce, | think, better, but 
perhaps thal is at least’ partially 
heesuse 1 didi’ see it heing made. 
A aire touch on dus dish were twa 
tittle beef marrow hones. 

Vor the vegetables that came with 
the meat 1 have nothing but praise. 
The pitve de résistance was perfect: 
ty cooked fresh asparagus, served in 
a pastry shell. But we alsu enjoyed 
the cauliflower, buby squash and ear- 
rots, all freshly cooked and not 
overdone, This is indeed a welcome 
change from what we have cume to 
expect from hotel food. The baked 
Patate wasn't bud either. 

With our meal we enjoyed a bot- 
Ue of Monfort Petit Sirah, a fresh, 
light red wine with just o hint of a 
bouquet to enliven it. 


THE DESSERT wagon at the 
Regency is not overwhelming. True, 
the strictures of kushrut make whip- 
ped cream extravagunzas impossi- 
ble, but somehow one gets the feel- 
ing that no one has really tried. I 
finally settled for the cabinet pud- 
ding, a sort of fancy bread pudding, 
with fruit salad and strawberries on 
the side. 

My companion had the parfait, 
which was very nice and almost 
overcame the parve gap. The coffee 
was excellent. ᾿ 

The bill, which 1 glimpsed briefly, 
came to $75 for two, or over 1S12,- 
00U by this week's exchange rates. 
It's not exactly a bargain basement, 
but at least if your rich uncle takes 
you out, you won't find yourself em- 
barrassed by the food or the service.

TECHNICALLY speaking, neither 
The Right Sinff nor Yeatl should be 
considered Academy Award losers. 
Each of them has had its share of 
golden slaluetles -—~- in the case of 
The Right Suff, four of them. But 
no-one will be fooled: in buth cases, 
the Oscars uwarded were of the 
kind that nobudy remembers except 
those who won them, while all the 
heavy stuff went the other way. 

Hollywood analysts will easily 
supply well-founded reasons fur 
this. They will tell you that no big 
runaway production like The Right 
Saf, which was shot entirely in San 
Francisco, could hope to win a prize 
from a fiercely local community 
such as Hollywood, and after all it is 
the members of the unions there 
who hive the final vote. As for 
Yentl, they will tell you that it's still 
a man's town, where αὶ woman still 
can't really expect to be given n de- 
cent chance all the way. 


THIS BRINGS us back to Fea! and 
The Right Stuff, different fram each 
other in every way, but having in 
common the fiaet that they were 
overluaked on April 9 and are now 
showing in Israel. 

Based on Tom Wolfe's bouk of 
the same title, this is much more 
than a journatistic report on 
America’s early space progrunme 
or the political and technic) in- 
trivacies involved in the struggles of 
the Mercury days, Catching Wolfe's 
mood correctly, the film is most of 
all an aitlempt to assess the meaning 
and the magnitude of the American 
herv and the American dream and 
the stuff they are mude of in a 
period which allows for a very nur- 
row margin of personal hervics and 
introduces so’ many mind-boggling 
seience-fictinn factors into every- 
day life that peaple sometimes feel 
us if they are dreaming with their 
eyes open. 


NOT THAT the film skips any of 
the fuctual details mentioned by 
Wolfe, ft takes its historical tusk 
scriously enough, in spite of sar- 
custic remarks concerning “eur 
German svientists racing their 
German scientists” when discussing 
Soviet-American competition for 
the control of auter space. 

The media play 2 most important 
Partin the scheme of things. Η was 
because of the media that humans 
were finully accepted at the wheel 
of the space capsules, which, ac- 
cording to the scientists in charge, 
was a task that could easily be 
handled by a chimpanzee (chimps

-Of the American public that Wolfe 


wrote his book, and this spirit is - 


Conveyed on the screen. For thanks 
to the Time-Life conglomerate,

AND NOW, briefly, Feat! Briefly, 
because it is αὶ strange sort of movie 
which wouldn't benefit from any in- 
depth treatment. It may be 
worthwhile to spend 15 years on a 
project, though the final product 
miy be simply over-cooked. 

For Yent! never seems to make up 
its mind what sort of film it really 
wynts to be, It is almast τι musical 
but not quite; it is on the verge of 
being a feminist tract about Jewish 
scholastic discrimination against 
women, bul it duesn't quite make it; 
it attempts to develop an original 
Ireatment of love-stories but fails. 
What remains is a too-glamorous 
portrayal of the Jewish shterl, 
lovingly filmed by David Watkin, 
one of England's best cameramen. 
There is ulso a cluster of songs that 
aren't numbers or ethnic or iden- 
lifiuble, and succeed in being entire- 
ly anenymuus And then there is an 
actress, Who happens also to be the 
producer and director of the film, 
and who should have demanded 
more of herself in some of her 
capacities, in order to improve her 
performance in others. 

Whitever the reasuns Streisand 
thinks Bashevis Singer may hive 
had Cor rejecting her film, the Claws 
are ubvious enough. For instance, 
it's ane thing for Bashevis Singer to 
write ahout a young woman who 
dresses up ts a man because she 
wants to study the Tora. The reader 
is left to suinmon up this image fur 
himself, However, once this image 
is transferred to the screen, it hus to 
scem plausible, which Streisand 
never is. She is, rather, a woman at 
the height of her powers, and there 
is no attempt to dissimulute this 
fuct. So how can we believe the 
sharp-witted rubbis were fooled 
when we aren't? Moreover, Strei- 
sand isn’t really playing any role 
here, she isn't Yent! or anyone else: 
she is Streisand asserting the right to 
express hereself and do whatever 
she likes, She is using Yentl's story 
allegorically, 

Streisand doesn't attack another 
problem. She has always been a 
prude in her screen-roles. However, 
the role of Yentl involves an acute 
case of sexual confusion and this 
sensuul conflict should have been 
presented. Streisand plays a 
laundered Yentl as if made to the 
specifications of the Hays Office. 
But that kind of morality is now ex- 
tinct, and contemporary films have 
reached a point of maturity where 
they can deal with Bashevis Singer, 
and the passions he describes, in a 
‘straightforward fashion. γε 
doesn't. : 


NOT that Yent/ is u bad film. Not at 
all. [τ is pleasant to look al, Strei- 
sand directs well, and has a good 
supporting cast, including 
Nehemiah Perseff, Mandy Patenkin 
and Amy Irving. The sets and 
costumes are very effective, and 
some scenes, for instance the 
veshiva's courtyard; crammed with 
‘students all in black, have a certaln 
visual splendour.

THIS WEEK I must begin with a 
correction and an apology. In lust 
week's column,. reviewing the per- 
formance of Indian dance at the 
Israel Museum, 1 described a αἰγὶ 
dancer as a boy. The name was 
given to me in writing {no printed 
programme) as Yarden (not 
Yardena) Moses Talegauker (not 
hyphenated). As there is historical 
precedent for Indian dancers wear- 
ing women's clothing, | assumed it 
wis a boy dancing as Radha. Well, 
journalists shouldn't assume, and | 
regret any embarrassment to Miss 
Moses-Talegauker. 


ANYONE who has seen the crowds 
buying tickets for the Israel Festival 
(May 19-June 16) will find it dif- 
ficult to believe that inflation has 
begun to bite. Since all the artists 
billed to come have had rave 
reviews abroad, it seems that onc 
cannot really go wrong with any of 
them, and the best thing is to book 
for us many as possible. Yet for 
those who have to make a choice 
and are wondering what to see in 
dance, perhaps a few pointers may 
be helpful. 

A must for everyone is the Sankai 
Suku Dance Theatre. Those who 
saw these fascinating Japanese ar- 
tists during their previous visit will 
undoubtedly agree, At Caesarea 
(May 26, 9 p.m.) they will do their 
stunning Sholiba — looking 10, 
feet tali, covered in white paint and 
plaster, moving almost impercep- 
tibly into different wonderful posi-. 
tions until they stand naked in bril- 
liant poses. 

For the Mount Scopus 
amphitheatre (May 21, 5.30 p.m.) a 
special programme is being created, 
and as their director Ushio 
Amagatu is a genius at Buto 
(Japanese modern techniques) this 
should be something not to miss, At 
the Jerusalem Theatre (May 19, 9 
P.m.; May 20, 4.30 and 9 p.m.), the 
Programme will be Jomon Sho, 
described as “rich in poetic and 
symbolic images of pre-history.” 
This visit takes place in cooperation 
with the Japan Foundation and un- 
der the auspices of the ambassador 
of Japan. 


ANOTHER Japanese perfor- 
mance that should be worth 
anyone's money is that of Fujlo 
Ishimaru. He is a mime who follows 
ἃ line close to traditional Japancse 
movement, but his Okame ἰβ 
described as a “personal interpreta- 
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tion of Japanese ritual associated 
with the practice of animism.” 

Mystic cults are not his only 
theme. He is a comedian and a 
dancer who uses masks and 
costumes to convey his “message.” 
A French critic has said that he 
creates ‘“‘an erotic-malefic at- 
mosphere," and another has called 
his style "graceful and savage." (His 
dates at the Israel Museum are May 
2%, 6 p.m; May 29, 8.30 p.m.; May 
21, 6 p.m; June 2, 9 p.m.) 

Yet another Fcc prgramme, 
but of a totally different kind, is The 
Garden devised by Natsu Nakajima 
and performed by her and Yuriko 
Muezawa of the Muteki-Sha Dance 
Group. Though her choreography is 
in Buto style, the faces are still 
powdered white, and someone has 
called it “distilled movement." The 
dates at the Jerusalem Khan will be 
May 19 (9 p.m.), May 20 and 21 
(8.30 p.m.) and May 22 (5.30 p.m.) 


OTHER women performers will 
come from Canada, Holland and 
Haly; Marie Chouinard of Quebec, 
Pauline Daniels of Amsterdam, and 
Carolyn Carlson of Venice. 
Chouinard calls horself an “artist 
of the body" and will give two dif- 
ferent programmes. One, entitled 
Marie Chien Noir, ἰ8 8 sort of pun on 
her name; the other, Entré en 
matiére deals with the “transmuta- 
tion of personality." Those who 
have seen her promise shocks of 
various kinda and ‘‘audacious” per- 
formance, She is coming with the 
assistance of the Canadian Embassy 
und will be at the Gerard Behar 
Centre on May 29 (5 p.m.) with 
Marie Chien Noir, and on May 31 (9 
p.m.) with Entré en matiére. 
Daniels is avant-garde, but has es- 
tablished herself in a wide range of 
styles and moods. She uses other peo- 
ple’s choreography as well as her own, 
Her show; entitled““Profile.” includes: 
Hans van Manen'as Portrait (music: 
Satie), which she premiered last 
year at the Holland Festival; Tom 
Jansen's 0.4. Sonia (premiered in 
January); and Helga Langen’s 
Godspe, which the choreographer 
says is the same as the Hebrew 
‘hutzpa’ (though she is not Jewish). 
For her own work, called /3, 
Daniels will have ss accompanist 
the composer Harry de Wit. 
Langen Js actually here for a few 
weeks, teaching at the Bat-Dor 
Studios. This is her fifth visit to ᾿ 
teach: her first visit was as a dancer 
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for the {sracl National Opera Ballet 
in 1972-73. During one visit she 
choreographed a work for the 
Jerusalein Dance Workshop. Hav- 
ing studied and worked with Merce 
Cunningham in New York, she has 
been teaching his methods here and 
in Holland, She is nlso a member 
αὐ τ campiny of four women 
dancers culled Vals Blovd — very 
avant-p:irde, she says. In her 
Goedspe, Daniels dances against and 
with her own image on film, 

Daniels is coming with the 
cooperation of the Dutch minister 
of culture und under the patronage of 
the Dutch ambassador, Her dates 
are June 11 (9 p.m.) and June 12 (6 
pan, and 9.30 p.m.) at the Gerard 
Behar Centre. 

Curolyn Carlson does her own 
choreography fur her solos to music 
by René Aubry. Though she is 
American she comes in cooperation 
with the ftalian Culture [ustitute for 
she now works at the Gran Teatro 
La Fenice in Venice. She formerly 
worked with a company at the Paris 
Opera (with which she came here ). 
Her dates at the Jerusalem Thentre 
are June 4 (8.30 p.m), June 6 (9 
p.m.) and June 7 (6 p.m.). 


YOU WILL want to see the Momix 
Dance Theatre if you saw Pilobolus, 
of which it is a kind of offshoot that 
began to flourish in 1980. Founded 
by Moses Pendleton and Alison 
Chase (two of the Pilobolus 
founders) it took its name from 
Mofses) and mix, and itis areal mix 
of ideas — humour, illusions, magic, 
imagination. Someone haa said that 
the company Is an amalgam of min- 
eral, vegetable and human — and 
it's your guess whut you are seeing, 
They are said to give the body new 
dimensions. At the Gerard Behar 
Centre the Momix Dance Theatre 
will perform on June [4 (8.30 p.m.), 
June 15 (2.30 p.m), and June 16 (9 
p.m.). 


RELATED to dance is the Lindsay 
Kemp Company — a mixture of 
circus, cabaret, and pantomime, all 
without words, Some wits have called 
it “High Kemp,” but few have 
been able to define what Kemp does 
without writing acreeds about the 
history of taste or humorous arti- 
cles about the nature of kitsch. 

Founded in England in the ‘60s, 
the company has since moved to 
Spain and Italy, from where it is now 
coming. Kemp himself is a dancer 
who studied with Marie Rambert 
and Charles Weidman; he also 
siudied mime with Marcel 
Marceau, He has created work for 
Ballet Rambert and directed strip- 
tease in Soho and opera in Rome, in 
between other things like fashion 
shows, classes and workshops, and 
David Bowle concerts (1972). He is 
said to have the ability to inspire 
and the power to amuse. His com- 
pany has toured since 1975 and his 
two most famous showa will be 
staged here: Flowers, loosely based 
on Jean Geflet novels (Jerusalem 
Theatre) June 9, 10(9 p.m.), June 11 
(6 p.m.), and A Midsummer Night's 
Dream deacribed as ‘‘after 
Shakespeare.” (June 13, 9 p.m., 
June 14, 5 p.m. and 9 p.m,, and June 
16, 9 p.m) 


ANOTHER event that really comes 
under the category of dance, though 
it is listed as an operetta, is the 4π- 
tolagia de la Zarzuela from Spain. 
Arranged and directed by Jose 
Tamayo, it la a selection from pep- 
ular Spanish 19th century folk opera 
with much Spanish dance in- 
terwoven. This company has toured 
the world in the past eight years and 
its 94 performers will appear at 
Caesarea on June 13 and 14 (9 
p.m.), and at the Sultan's Pool in 
Jerusalem on June 16 (9.30 p.m). O

SUCCESSFUL DEBUT 

THE SIXTH annual international 
tournantent in San Sebastian, Spain, 
saw Sweden's International Master 
Jan Esslon emerging as the winner. 
A successful debut was made by 
Spain's young national master, Jose 
Luis Fernandez. The following game 
is typical of his style — a combination 
of positional maneuvering with an 
energetic attack on the King.

ONE OF the best things to happen 
to rock in recent ycars was the 
formation of Dire Straits in June 
1977. Since then, lead singer Mark 
Knopfler’s: heady voice and gut- 

netrating songs have beén spread- 
ing the message around the world. 
Knopfler, by the way, co-produced 
and performed on Bob Dylan's latest 
album, Infidels, which was released 
in 1983. 

Dire Straits’ latest album, 
Alchemy -- Dire Straits Live (Phono- 
kol), ἰδ everything the group's fans — 
indeed any rock fan - could have 
hoped for. It has the group's best hits 
on it, including ‘Tunnel of Love,” 
“Romeo and Juliet," “Sultans of 
Swing” and others, with the electric 


‘thrill of the live performance added 
to the already slick production. 


Two lengthy, beautiful in- 
strumental pieces enhance this ex- 
cellent double album, and throw inte 
τοιοῦ additional aspects of the 
band's talents. These are “Private 
Investigations," Dire Straits’ most 
successful British single (1982) und a 


"local hit as well, and the absolutely 


delightful theme from the movie 
Local Hero, “Going Home," which 
‘closes off side four. If you don’t have 
any of the group's previous atbums, 
this is the best collection you could 
get of their work. The names behind 
the sounds: Mark Knopfler - guitar 
‘and vocals; John Lisley -- bass; Alan 
Clark -- keyboards; Hal Lindes -- 


* guitar; Terry Williams —- drums; 


additional keyboards - Tommy 
Mandel; saxophone -- Mell Collings; 
percussion — Joop de Korte. 


THE STUPID words of “Radio Ga 
Ga” have not prevented this song, 
and Queen, its performers, from 
climbing the charts and being heard 
night and day even on local radio (as 
it's a love-song for the radio, this 
doesn’t surprise). “Radio Ga Ga” 
opens Queen’s new album, The 
Works (CBS), and provokes gloomy 
thoughts about the group’s going 
pop-ish and commercial. Yet some 
of the following numbers aren't bad, 
though none reach the height of past 
hits like “Bohemian Rhapsody,” 
“Somebody To Love," and even 
“We Will Rock You" and “Love Of 
My Life," which with their operatic 
force mace Qucen a truly outstand- 
ing rock group. ‘It's A Hard Life” 
and other numbers recall that melo- 
dic and powerful quatity once associ- 
ated with Queen. All in all, the 
album spans the various styles this 
group has gone through during the 
past yeurs, and as such is not without 
interest. 


VETERAN ROCK star Joe Cocker 
whipped Israeli audiences into ec- 
stasy with a number of performances 
two weeks ago, and sounded as con- 
temporary as ever. ἢ was kind of 
hoping he'd sing some of his oldies, 
such as Bob Dylan's “Just Like A 
Woman” and “[ Shall Bs Released,” 


and Leonard Cohen's “Bird On A 
Wire.” But the approximately one- 
hour performance was too short for 
many of the more familiar pieces. 
T'm glad he did the Beatles’ “With A 
Little Help From My Friends,” so 
fondly remembered from the Woad- 
stock Festival, 

T might have enjoyed the concert 
more had I been able to sit where my 
ticket said 1 should. But when my 
companion and 1 reached our seats, 
at the Mann Auditorium, we found 
them occupied by a couple whose 


tickets had the same row and seat 
number. The vacant seats I finally 
found were right behind the light and 
sound control instrument, which hid 
any view of the stage. 1 had to make 
do with watching the endless stream 
of young people walking around 
throughout the concert. 

If the impresarios who brought 
Joe Cocker to Israel were bright 
enough to inyite such a good, profes- 
sional singer, you'd think they'd be 
more professional in handling the 
tickets and seating arrangements, Or 


are they so greedy that they over- 
booked and sold several tickets for 
the same seats? This, by the way, is 
not the first time that this kind of 
thing has happened to me at the 
Mann Auditorium. It seems to indi- 
cate the producers’ concern for the 
audience. I consoled myself with 
listening to Cocker's albums at 
home. The General Music Com- 
pany, as I noted a few weeks ago, has 
released his With A Little Help From 
My Friends, Joe Cocker and Space 
Captain in time for his visit. [5]

| SELDOM devote a complete 
colunin for a book review. But (The 
Mistakes You Make) (by Terence 
Reese and Roger Trezel. London. 
Victor Gotluncz, 1984, 168 pp., hard 
cover £7.95, paper back £4.95.) is an 
unusual work, even for experienced 
players. 

The bouk should help everyone, 
even you and me, to see our own 
mistakes, and hopefully prevent 
them from recurring. 

The contents divide the book into 
three parts: “The Worst Mistukes,” 
“The Commonest Mistakes,” and 
“Mistakes That Muy be Forgiven.”

There are 100 full deals and dozens 
of partial layouts, and ἃ comprehen- 
sive index listing some 70 
teferenves. Occasional references 
are missing such as “Pre-emptive 
Bidding” und “Negative Doubles,” 
but onc cin seldom make a mistake 
without finding u reference to it.

WILLEM DE KOONING (b.Rot- 
terdain 1904) has emerged as the 
giant of the New York School, and 
perhups the greatest of all the 
absract-expressionist action- 
painters, Paradoxically enough, he 
has been one of Aimericu's most 
eclectic artists, by his own admis- 
siun influenced by everybody and 
everything. But as his recent 
reiraspective at the Whitney 
Muscum of American Art has 
shown, he has been a singular, in- 
stantly recognizable artist at all his 
varied stages of development since 
his emigration to the U.S. in 1928. 

For those who were unable to 
make the Whitney show, its fully il- 
lustrated cumplete colour catalogue 
with its fine monographs is a must.

WILLEM de Kooning was appren- 
ticed τὸ a commercial artist in Hol- 
land at the uge of 12. By the time he 
worked his passage to the U.S. as a 
ship’s engine-room wiper at lhe age 
of 24, he was an accomplished artist 
and (echniciun, with the academies 
of Rotterdam and Brussels behind 
him. In America he made window 
displuys, painted commercial 
murals and designed furniture. In 
1930 he first met the painter Arshile 
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Gorky, a friend whose work wits to 
influence his own output for many 
years, By 1934, de Kooning was 
already a remarkable colourist, 
producing the bright confectionery 
abstractions typical of the period, 
In the dark days of the Depres- 
sion it was remarkable how artists in 
America stuck together and assisted 
each other, When de Kooning lost a

WPA contract for κα mural, 
Burgoyne Diller got him another 
commission, De Kuoning played 
softball with Franz Kline, another 
mujor influence. He was assoviated 
too with artists like Motherwell, 
Rothko, Hoffman, Still, and in- 
spired by all of them, and by others. 
By the fate Thinies he was back to 
figurative painting, aping the Gorky 
gaze and the Gorky “unfinished” 
louk; the “unfinished” feeling was 
fo remain o characteristic of de 
Kooning's paintings and drawings 


for the next two decades. 

Despite his increasingly stachiste 
style, de Kooning like Picasso, wus 
essentially a painter who drew his 
designs, and who drew into his 
paintings, even going back over 
them with charcoal, in a reversal of 
the clissie procedure. His first true 
persone emerged with his double 
figures, pairs of girls and women, 
ravening sexuul monsters for the 
most pir; and purl geometry, part 
collage, part action-puinting. By the 
middle Fifties, they had mude hin 
famous. 

In another volte-face, the urtist 
then went back to abstraction, but it 
was no longer the decorative kind of 
the Thirties, but full-blooded large- 
format ubstract-expressionism, 
carefully contrived action-painting 
like the Bolton Landing series, 
which, with a few large yellow, blue 
und brown canvases, virtually put 
Franz Kline in the shade. 

These dynamic canvases were fol- 
lowed by equally large lyrical 
abstractions of landscapes in 
delicate, almost pustel colours, 
palpubly delicious in both harmony 
and handling; imagine something 
beyond first-class Zaritzky (who 
must have once looked long and 
longingly at de Kooning). 

Around the same time, between 
1956-41, de Kooning made his best 
black enamel and black ink draw- 
ings on paper, many of them cut in 
half and re-assembled and relinked 
in the most amazing ways (the 
Israel Museum has a good exam- 
ple), These works are, to my mind, 
the finest of their type ever 
produced, and surpass anything ina 
similar manner by Motherwell, 
Kline or Pollock; the painters of the 
Ch'ing would have bowed down 
before these works. They were 
made in a period that set a standard 
de Kooning never bettered,

Now ἢ know whit 
the inside looks like — a vast system 
of cells — but the poor termites 
don't know whal's hit their shikun

Abeokuti is a largish town, 
producer of palm oil, and the origin 
of the adire (pronounced ah-dec- 
reh), the handprinted blue ctoth 
used for wrappas. It's a dying art, 
though, 48 more and more women 
gO over to factory-made textiles. 
A pity, because they are beautiful, 

We want to buy some adires, and 
ure directed to Holu Market. A 
lovely, colourful, fascinating place, 
Especially the juju market: stall 
after stall of magic charms, 
powders, mysterious roots, dried 
monkey's heads, mice, and uniden- 
tifiable insects. We move on to the 
kitchenware: a strange mixture of 
beautiful handmade utensils of 
woud or pumpkin, side by side with 
gurish plastic stuff.

NEXT DAY Amos takes Nina to 
her French lesson, and { arrange to 
pick her up afterwards. It’s about a 
quarter hour's walk, and when { ar- 
rive 1 find Amos waiting for Nina in 
the car, He meets me, utler amaze- 
ment in his face. *Madaim,” he aska, 
“how you get here?" 

I feel he's — so to speak — going 
to dine out on me and my curious 
behaviour for weeks. ἃ white 
woman who walks. 

We fall to discussing the merits of 
whites versus blacks, Amos and 1, 
He argues that whites arc 
preferable, because when a black 
man 5 angry at you, he will carry his 
anger about with him for days, pos- 
sibly hatching dark plots against 
you, but never saying a word.

Gandhi nevertheless had the sout of 
charisma that makes Kennedy seem 
like the man in the BO vlvertise 
ment: “Even his best friends 
wouldu't tell hin”

GANDHES  well-publicised ο5- 
pousal of poverty wis subsidised by 
oillionaire industrialists. [ἢ practice 
i! meant that he could not possibly 
travel first-elass on the railway, nor 
could he go by the fantastically 
over-crowded third, se the only 
solution was to hire a whole third- 
cluss currlage for him. His 
namesuke is following the same dot- 
ty logic, To set an example during 
the fuel crisis of the Seventies, she 
wed a horse and carriage. Untor- 
nately, in order to keep up with 
this funeral pace, three car-londs of 
security men who accompanied her 
had to use enormous amounts of 
Petrol as they ground along in first 
ind second geur. 

Indira atill hus a long way Ww go. 
however, even to begin to catch up 
with Mohandas K. ut his most in- 
spired, “Judge of my delight," Lord 
Mounthatten once reported, “when 
Gandhi arrived for a crucial 
mecting holding his finger to his lips 
— it was his day of silence." Poor 
old Wavell was soon reduced by 
this sort af hehaviour to incoherent 
Jaybberwocky: 

Beware the Gandhiji, my son, 

The satyagraha, the bugy fast. 

but none suffered as much as 
the Mahatma's poor wife. When- 
ever she fell sick, she was 
Weated to voneoctions of dried 
cow dung and other tra- 
ditional Hindu remedies, yet 
when Gandhi himself was unwell he 
Fesorted tu the latest western phar- 
maceuticals. Only in one respect did

he cling to Hindu medicine. Unlike 
the constipated British, the pious 
Hindu considers it essential to keep 
his hody pure by daily evacuation 
and, with Gandhi, this heeame αὶ 
life-loag obsession. 

“Hive you had a goad bowel 
merveinent, sisters?” he would en- 
quire of the young ladies who lived 
in his ashrams and, in his letters to 
Mileleine Slade, the English disci- 
ple pliyed in the movie Gandhi by 

icraldine Janes, this wits a recur- 
theme. Just lo be on the sale 
he would personally give the 
r t daily enema and they were 
expucted, in return, to administer 
one to him. Perhaps, come to think 
of it, he was the inspiration for the 
celebrated limerick: 

there was an ald man of Calcutta 

Who greased up his anus with 
utter. 

Instead of the roar 

Which came thence before, 

Cume α soft, oleaginous mutter. 

| imagine the more inhibited of 
Crindhi’s disciples would refuse τὸ 
apen their doors to his knock. 
“Who goes there," they would en- 
yuire warily, “friend or enema?" 

Mind yuu, when he retuened to 
India afler many years in Britain 
aad in South Africa, he was shocked 
at the public defecation he saw 
everywhere — the old familiar 
faeves that so enraged the sahibs — 
and wis particularly angry with the 
delegates to the first Indian 
National Congress who defecated 
on the veranduh of the building 
where it was held. 


WHAT HF THOUGHT about the 
Aghoris is, unfortunately, not 
recorded. Eric Newby described 
this “strange and disagreeable sect” 
of excrement caters in his Slowly: 
Dawn the Ganges. Their only saving 
grace, as far as | am concerned, is 
that their name is derived from the 
Suuskrit 4-ghora, one of the titles of 
Siva which means “not terrific,” an 
understatement if ever J heard one. 

Unfortunately, Newby passed up 
the opportunity to meet Sri Hori 
Rain in Benures, a guru reputed to 
be FS years old und "80 very holy” 
thal, unlike your common or garden 
yopi who can sit in a bowl of water 
mul suck It up inte his rectum ino 
perpelunt enema, this chap wus 
blessed with the ability to “suck up 
liquids with his penis -- rather like ἃ 
fountain pen.” This is all 40. dil- 
ferent, so very different, } coutdn’t 
help thinking. from our own pruc- 
titioners of yoga who manage to 
combine Swedish drill with medita- 
tion so that it is all delightfully 
suuitised and hus hardly anything to 
do with Hinduism at all — well, not 
really. 


THE BEST-KNOWN of the gurus 
was undoubtedly that busy old 
Muharishi Maheesh Yogi, who ad- 
vocated vegelarlanism and celibacy 
despite — if we are to believe the 
Beatles who stayed at his ashram for 
u while — secretly guzzling chicken 
and Laking advantage of one of their 
girls. You can't help admiring the 
old rogue, though, for 
simultaneously buying the Meccano 


factory und the Rothschild mansion ᾿ 


while peddling {levitation and 
transcendental meditation which, 
University of Washington scientists 
claimed in Selence magazine, is vir- 
tually indistinguishable from 40 
winks. { must admit that whenever [ 
have to have an injection prior toa 
filling, T cun't help wishing that td 


learned to transcend dental medi- 
cation, 

Another current favourite, the 
Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh, made the 
headlines not long ugo when he ad- 
vocuted the use of “fuck you" us a 
mantra for meditation. If repeated 
five limes in the morning, he added 
helpfully, it also helps to clear the 
throat. The Guru Maharaj Ji, con- 
sidered to be the Lord Incarnate by 
his disciples, who have to follow a 
reginie of austerity while watching 
the rest of the world go buy, caused 
some mucmurings when he Looled 
about London o few years ago in a 
Rolls-Royee. “If Jesus were to reap- 
peur and asked the Primate to ur- 
range ἃ tour of British churches," 
the general secretary of the British 
Divine Light mission told the rebels, 
“no doubt a similar vehicle would 
he pliced at his disposal." What the 
Ford people had to say about this 
free plug is not known. 

I used to be very fond of Pandit 
Gangidhar lyer — not because of 
his reputation for predicting future 
events, but because he somehow 
failed to furesee the most momen- 
tous event in the histury of modern 
(India, the assassination of Gandhi. 
Other people, 7 must admit, didn’t 
react quite so favourably, especially 
when he appeared to be quite un- 
perturbed by his little oversight and 
there was even talk of striking a 
happy medium. 

But this is all small beer, really, 
compared to the horrendous 
Anindia Marg sect whase leader 
wus jitiled for ritual murder and — 
after some particularly gullible male 
recuits were persuaded that they'd 
been girls In a previous life — for 
sodomy. 

It's alt rather alarming. If, 
however, you are still shopping 
around for spiritual guidance after 
reading uhoul these goings-on, I can 
recommend Muz Murray's Seeking 
the Master, a sort of Goud Guru 
Guide, which fists hundreds of 
ushrams and teachers up and down 
India and fs full of helpful hints. “If 
you ire into dbhakii, this is the 
place,” Murray writes, for example, 
“Good people, goud vibes.” More 
to the puint, he gives dire warnings, 
such us, “Girls, beware of elderly 
groping attendants.” 


“WELL,” said Gandhi, “India is a 
country of nonsense." When Newby 
visited the shrine of Naga Baba at 
Colganj, near Benares, he found 
among the relics of the guru that are 
worshipped by the faithful a pair of 
his socks. Newhy thought that this 
was extremely funny bul the mem- 
sahib who once found the cook 
straining the soup through a sock 
was distinctly not amused, "“Boba- 
jee!” she exclaimed in horror. 
“What are you doing? That's one of 
the master's socks.” 

"ICs all right, memsahib," he as- 
sured her. “It's not one of his clean 
ones," : 


This is precisely the sort of thing 


that still provokes sniffs of disap- 
proval and ralied cybrows among 
the pensioned-off sahibs of 
Cheltenham and Tunbridge Wells. 
Raising eyebrows in Jodhpur's 


famous Ranh Mahal was rather 
more difficult, according 1o Todd's 
Aauals and Antiquities of Rajasthan, 
for the princesses who lived there 
wore hook-on diamond eyebrows in 
addition to nose-rings and other 
adornments. 

Many of the Maharajohs, Nawabs 
and Gaekwars who ruled India's 562 
princely states were splendidly dot- 
ly in the way that only fabulous 
wealth and utter unaccountability 
ὄπ produce, Come to think of il, 
they would hive made ideal 
members of the Knesset. 

The Maharajah of Kashmir, for 
example would frequently gatecrash 
ia cricket match, bat till he reached 
a half-century for either side (on the 
strict understanding that he could 
on no account be given out) and then 
wander off ugain. The Nizam of 
Hyderabad, whose wealth made 
John D. Rockfeller look like a 
social case, was so mean and so 
lor-bidding that he spent his 
time hanging around rather tatty 
auctions in the hope of picking up a 
bargain. High up in the eastern 
Himalayas — and quite possibly 
high on controlled substances — the 
king of Bhutan af least had the say- 
ing grace of humour. When he wus 
asked why he hud ordered his Post 
Office to illustrate the first 
Americin space walk on a com- 
Memorative issue, H.R.H. said, 
“Weill, it's nice to have company up 
here.” 

He was just as chirpy when Sir 
Michael Walker, the British high 
commissioner in India, shot a spee- 
tator while taking part in an archery 
competition arranged by the king. 
“Think nothing of it," he said 
diplomatically, “it happens all the 
time.” 


THERE [8 no one on the whole 
sub-continent quite as regal us Mrs. 
Gandhi, however, who has even 
hecome a devi in her own lifetime — 
the first goddess ever to be con- 
demned for electoral malpractice 
by the Indian High Court. After she 
was forced out of office in 1975, the 
minister of education in Desai's new 
government ordered the time cap- 
sulue she’d buried during her reign 
lo he unearthed; it was found ta 
cuntuin outhing bul a baok of 
hymns glorifying Indira Gandhi. 
Her son, Rajiv, is being groomed 
as heir apparent and, last week, 
when he was threatened with assns- 
sination by Sikh terrorists, she kiss- 
ed Guddafi goodbye and hurried 
back home. Her dynasty is being 
threatened anyway by, of all things, 
n movie actor, Portly Rama Rao, 
who always pluys Krishna, Vishnu 


of one of the gods, was elected 


chief minister of Andhra Pradesh 
stnte last year and is now considered 
a possible successor to Mrs, Gandhi 
— that is, if she doesn't suspend the 
constitution aguin. 

Just to be on the safe side, Rao 
has made a new movie in which an 
ancient Hindu suge prophesies that 
a film actor will one day rule India. 

Virtually worshipped by pious 
and illiterate peasants unable to dis- 
tinguish between the actor and his 
roles, Rao's only serious challenge 
is fram the Jana Sangh party, whose 
appeal to the devout is unbeatable 
— they advocate free fodder for 
cows and retirement homes for the 
beasts in their twilight years. 

What a refreshing change this 
makes from our own utterly predic- 
table election campaign. In the past 
few weeks, I've paid careful atten- 
tion to what our political hacks have 
had to tell us and, it grieves me to 


say, that in practical terms it might’ 
. just as well have been “pass the 


mustard.” 


THE CURRENT wave of nostalgia 
for the Raj has been analysed by atl 
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the British papers following the 
final episode of The Jewel in the 
Crownun TV, yet none of them seems 
to have considered how utterly ia- 
explicuble it is when you take into 
account the fact that a good chunk 
of the Raj has come to Britain.

Apart 
from anything else, the EEC might 
well insist on renaming them 
“Acetic Acid Gums," which alone 
might be sufficient to cure the 
Princess uf Wales of her reported 
addiction, 

The traditional Indian frec-for-ull 
with the English language also con- 
tribules to the contusion, Joyce 
Grenfell used to treasure u clipping 
from the personal column of un ine 
diun newspaper: ‘‘Engugement.

FOR SEVERAL decades a steady 
trickle of studies of a sacio- 
anthropological nature, and dealing 
with Jewish subjects, has been ap- 
pearing. In contrast to sludies that 
are hased on less intensive contact 
with peaple, such as documentary 


searches, stulistical surveys or 
socialogical questionnaire 
schedules, socia-anthropological 
study is based on prolonged per- 
sonal immersion of the researcher 
among the people he seeks to un- 
derstand, Such research is often 
based on field-work of several 
years’ duration which involves 4 
great ceal of the personal social life 
of the researcher. The mujority of 
Judaic socio-aunthropological 
studies have dealt with aspects of 
the lives of Jews of Moslem lands, 
who, upon their mass immigration 
tu Isrucl, cuptured the atlention of 
Wesicrn-trained scholars, The ex- 
aticism of the so-called “Orientat 
Jews" provoked creative tesearch. 

However, all peoples are in- 
herently interesting: 
Ashkenitai-Westernized Jews no less 
so thin immigrants from parts of 
Asia who are remote to Westerners. 
Samuel Heilman, professor οἱ 
socinlogy at Queens College in New 
York, hus tuken up the challenge of 
studying his very own society. 
American and Orthodox, he 
produced some yeurs ago a general 
ethnography of the activities of peo- 
ple in a U.S. Orthodox synagogue. 
That study, also published by 
Chicago University Press, was aptly 
titled Svnagogne Life. 


The book under present review 
focuses on a particular, singularly 
important, part of synagogue life. 
Orthodox synagogues commonly in- 
clude among their activities Talmud 
study circles, These circles engage 
in what in Yiddish parlance is called 
fernen. Lernen, as Heilman 
demonstrates, is distinct from just 
“learning.” It is both much more 
and much less than that. Heilman 
draws in this book an interesting 
parallel to a distinction that he 
developed in his earlier book, 
between duvening and “praying.” 
Just as davening entails rich under-

Why study Talmud?

tones of socializing, and different 
kinds of religio-cultural activities, 
beyond mere praying, so does Jernen 
have distinct attributes of Jewish 
social und cultural fife. 

Talmud study groups are ubi- 
quitous, yet, prior to this highly 
original study, few scholars seem to 
huve cven been aware of their ex- 
istence, nat to mention that hardly 
anyone wis sensitive to the in- 
teresting questions that the 
phenomenon of Jernen raises. The 
fundamental question is the follow- 
ing: the Talmud is an archaic and 
obscure compendium of texts, and 
is not a necessary requisite for any 
of the mundane activities of people 


who engige in Jernen. Knowledge of 
Tulmud is inessential even for the 
duily religious practices of latter- 
day Orthodox Jews. Yet peuple 
devote themselves lovingly, 
sometimes at ihe cost of con- 
siderable inconvenience, to Talmud 
study. The author grapples with the 
question, ‘‘Why?" He participated 
regulurly in six different study- 
circles in New York, and in 
Jerusulem, aver a period of two 
years, taped the proceedings, and 
later analysed the material. The 
result is an elucidation, in exquisite 
detail, of what fermen actually is. 
The richness of activity that the 
author's perceptiveness uncovers 
will ring true to anyone who has 
participated in Talmud study cir- 
cles, At the same time, members of 
such study-groups will of 
themselves not have been fully 
aware of the specific socio-cultural 
contents embedded in their prac- 
lice. Heilmun thus exemplifies the 
cruft of the social-anthropologist 


which, at its finest, is capable of un- 
covering novel dimensions of mean- 
ing in the most routine of activities. 


FIRST, and at the more obvious 
level, the author demonstrates that 
fernen invalves fellowship. The par- 
ticipants share one unother's com- 
pany, in ways illustrated in the ac- 
count. The quality of fellowship is 
brought forth vividly in the chapter 
devoted to celebrations upun com- 
pletion of the study of a volume of 
the Talmud. 

A second major theme of the 
book, at a mere profound level, is 
the uncovering of the specifically 
religious aspect of feraen. In 
general, it is conceived of as 1 form 
of worship. This conception, though 
abstract and general, erupts into the 
consciousness of the participants at 
certain crossroads of Talmud- 
studying which the author describes 
graphically. 

Mowing to yet more subtle levels 
of analysis, he describes the way in 
which the study-circle is an arena 
for the playing-out of microcosmic 
Ssecial dramas." That is, incidents 
where basic religious and social 
premises of the people of the 
Talmud-study circle, the ideology 
and relative socio-religious status of 
the participants, are questioned. In 
the course of these incidents, the 
basic premises of the study-circle 
are reiterated, The result is a 
bolstering of people's beliefs und 
Practices. 

In a chapter entitled “Cultural 
Performance,"' the author 
demonstrates that the participants 
do not, in his words, “simply read 
through the arguments, but play 
them... aut, as if they were the rab- 
bis themselves. In this near 
mimicry, they transform their /ernen 
into cultural performance.” One 
clement of this “is to extend the 
relevance of the text ... to contem- 
porary existence.” The result is 
“not so much a scholarly education 
as a sentimental one,” where a 
person discovers that his individual 
existence is parl of a wide sociul 
cultural and religious reality. One 
chapter is devoted to the particular 
etiquette of Talmud study-groups,

the ways considered appropriate to 
valunteer contributions in the ie- 
tual process of deraen. Another 
chapter discusses the details of 
language Usige (hat are peeutiar to 
fernen. The author goes into detiils 
of shifling languages and intona- 
lions in the feraea-process. 

With the partial exception of 
these two last rather technical 
chapters, the hook as a whole reads 
easily and pleasantly. Despite his 
being well-informed with 
theoretical concerns of social seien- 
fists, the author is on the whole ad- 
thly free fram some of the ex: 
οὐ οὗ jargon that mar the 
wrilings of soo miny of his col- 
leagues. 


SAYING ALL this is high praise for 
a learned, thoughtful and carefully- 
written book, | would venture only 
one general criticism. Despite what 
{he author uncovered, there is no 
doubt uit there were also incidents 
where sensations of fellowship, 
identification with personalities of 
the Tulmud, or affirmations of 
sveial status did not occur, | was 
therefore left with a feeling that 
there may be some idealization in 
Heilman's uccount; that, where he 
uncevers only potentiality, the 
reader is presented with actualily. 

I noted that Heilman's findings 
will ring true to anyone familiar 
with the kind of activity he 
describes. [ should point out also, 
that in numerous /ernen situations 
nothing of the kind uncovered here 
uctually occurs. There also are 
situutions of profound boredom, 
socinl alienation and religio-cultural 
vacuousness, Heilman does not 
claim anything to the contrary, oc- 
vasionally even refers to such situa- 
tions, but glosses over them, and 
dues not come to grips with this im- 
portant fact, 

However that may be, this is a 
very fine work. With its publication, 
Samuel Heilman has established 
himself internationatly as one of the 
most interesting sociologists of 
Jewry to emerge in recent years. O

The 
Jews are Fascist Italy's enemies 
“and there will be no place for them 
in Europe.” In haly, with its 45,000 
Jews, “only these who are deserving 
will remain: not more than 2,500,"

The subsequent German and 


Italian agreement to a secret pact 
with the Mufti, in connection with 
the political future of the Arabs, 
was hardly what the Mufti had in 
mind. Only a public pronouncement 
would have induced the Arabs to 
rebel. 

The Mufti then sought a Japanese 
declaration of support for Arab and 
Indian independence, The idea was 
again [rustrated by Berlin, Carpi 
says. - - 
The Mufti attempted to promote 
Maghrebi independence, at an inup- 
propriate moment, when the Eighth 
Army was enjoying considerable 
success. He then began to recruit 
Moslem volunteers in the Balkans 
for ‘‘War against Bolshevism" and 
to frustrate efforts to rescue Balkan 
Jewry from the Holocaust. 


GELBER’S PIECE traces the slow 
change .of mind of the Yiéshuv's 
leadership aboul the Holocaust. 
There was a belated recognition, in 
November 1942, of what was hap- 
pening in Europe. Then efforts 
began to be made for saving Euro- 
pean Jewry.. 

In strict military: lerms, the 
Yishuv was almost powerless and all 
i1 could do wus to exert pressure on 
the Afliea. At last, in 1944, the 
Yishuv made is own miniscule con- 


tribution through parachuting 
volunteers to save the remnants of 
European Jewry, 

Gelber makes the good point that 
it was at this time that “the realiza- 
tion set in that the Yishuy would no 
longer be able to rely on its 
hinterland in the Diaspora, but that 
on the contrary — from now on the 
Diaspora would be relying on the 
Yishuy.”” : 


ISSUE NUMBER 8 contains some 
interesting pieces: “Churchill and 
Palestine: At the Exchequer, 1928" 
(by Michael Cohen); ‘British 
Plans for the Evacuation of 
Palestine, 1941-42" (Ronald Zweig); 
and “The Evolution of Zionist Ac- 
tivity in the Jewish Communities of 
Morocco, Tunisia and Algeria: 
1897-1947" (Michael Laskier), 

The problem with Cohen's piece 
is that it is only a section of a 
forthcoming book on Churchill and 
Zionism. It does clarify Churchill's 
attitude to a specific question, or set 
of questions, in 1928 but fails to 
place it in a wider framework of 
Churchill's general, evolving al- 
titude towards the Jewish national 
rebirth. — 


Churchill, as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, wanted the Empire to 
“pay its ‘own way.” In the case of 
Palestine, he wanted the industrious 
Jewish minority to cover ‘the ex- 


.penses of governing both the Arab 
_ majority (on the West Bank of the 
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Jordan) and the Beduin-populated 
East Bank, This, against the 
backdrop of recession in the Jewish 
economy. 

Again, Churchill, at least at the 
crucial juncture, opposed the 
British underwriting of a £2 million 
loan the Zianists were trying to ob- 
tain. Churchill may have acted with 
u measure of duplicity at this point. 

But what all this amounts to, in 
connection with Churchill's overall 
attitude towards Zionism, remains 
unclear. We must await Cohen’s 
buok. 


LASKIER'S PIECE is — or at least 
appeurs lo be — for those who think 
that Maghrebi “Zionism” began 
with the Messianic North African 
Jewish migration of 1949-55 to 
Israel. 

There were Zionist ‘‘cells" and 
centres in North Africa since the 
end of the 19th century. 

Laskier does not really tell us how 
significant an element the Zionists 
were in their communities, Nor 
does he have enough to say about 
aliya and financial contributions.

This 
slince can border on narrowness or 
occasional ignorance (c.g. Venice, 
Culifornia is not simply “a Los 


Angeles slum") but no one can ac- 
cuse Larkin of Babhitry. As with 
Mrs. Thatcher, his tetchy figure in- 
Spires a sort of bewildered respect. 

Most of Larkin's book consists of 
book reviews, On Auden, who “has 
become a reader rather than a 
writer,’ Emily Dickinson, who. 
“built up her childishness into a 
theatrical hat and cloak," Anthony 
Powell, Hardy, Barbara Pym and 
twenty others, he is informed, 
focused and entertaining. Like 
other reviewers, he sometimes uses 
his review format to drive home 
other matters, He writes about the 
poet Francis Thompson: “If he was 
work-shy, he was ready to pay the 
price; and in those days that meant 
hunger and homelessness, not a 
dainty progression from foundation 
to fellowship over the safety net of 
national assistance." But he never 
abuses his aasignment. 

Two briefer sections could, for 
my part, have been omitted: his 
talks on public occasions (e.g., The 
Booker Prize of 1977) and his jazz 
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eriticism. The former duck the 
charm of the written essays, the lit- 
fer holds no interest for me per- 
sonally (however much it inereases 
the sense of Lurkin‘s range). | live in 
Yeroham, and register with 
pleasure Larkin's lovely retort to an 
interviewer's surprise that his life in 
Hull satisfied him, Didn't Larkin 
feel the need to be “at the centre of 
things,” to see “the latest plays, for 
instanee""? 

“Oh no, f very much feel the need 
to be on the periphery of things. 1 
suppose when ane wis young one 
liked to he up to date. But 1 very 
sonn got tired of the thentre." 

Two cheers from the periphery. If 
Required Writing isn't quite required 
reading or all that “funny,” it cer- 
tainly is strongly recommended 
even for those who will never pet 
any pleasure out of Larkin's poems. 


DANNIE ABSE'S 4 Strong Dose of 
Myself consists of articles, BBC 
fulks, anecdotes, puems, and 
“Notes” — no reviews. The opening 
section of the book recounts some 
encountera on his Cardiff child- 
hood, moves on to his residency 
as a medical student in London, and 
his gradual emergence as a poet and 
playwright, 

He records his puzzlement on 
returning after many years to visit 
the house in which he was born, 
and, in another essay, his astonish- 
ment at discovering himself (a 
youngest son) the oldest person al a 
gathering. The writing is engaging 
und undemanding. Of special in- 
terest is his account of how

Dannie’s brother the anti-clerical 
M.P, from Pontypool. Still, Dan- 
nic’s stance is clear: "1 become a

It 
contains, also, Abse's rationale, 
After distancing himself from T.S. 
Eliot's dictum about the necessury 
impersonality of the artist, Abse 
iurgues that the progress of un artist 
is a continual self-enlurgement...and 
in enlarging himself by writing 
autobiography, in coming to know 
himself hetter gan author, despite in- 
advertently ultering the true colours 
of his life... may ultimately not only 
give us pleasure but reveal to us 
more about the world we tive in, 
and more about ourselves.” 
Lurkin, 4 man whose life in some 
wiys touk the mould of Eliot's, 
seems in implicit accord with Abse's 
remurk, Although Abse is more un- 
even und repetitious than Larkin 
{one full-length anecdote about Vie- 
torin Sackville-West and Clifford 
Dyment is actually twice-tald), both 
poets have written engaging, often 
charming books which clearly 
derive from their satisfaction with 
the shape of their hyphenated lives 
us poct-librarian and pect-doctor. 
Allin all, they provide useful an- 
lidotes to the recurrent myth of the 
poet us society's sucrificial victim. 


However much we may identity the 


theories of evolution with Dy

The “impus- 
sibility of dialogue", the sub-title of 
this book, is of course nol a novel 
conclusion; it has been the theme, 
with many variations, of existential- 
ist philosophy, literature and drama 
for over forty years. The problem is 
to explore its origins and its limits, to 
determine the parts played by perso- 
nality, language and culture. That is 
a formidable task; what are the 
materials at hand and what the 
tools? 


IT IS HERE that the reader be- 
comes fascinated with Shoham. The 
materials he has at hand are an 
Aladdin’s cave of treasures collected 
by an insatiably curious mind. The 


Kabbala, psychoanalysis; psycholo- 
gy, experimental, developmental 
and social; anthopology, philosophy 
from Parmenides to Schopenhauer; 
theology from Buber ta Kierke- 
guard; ling + Mythology; ex- 
istentialist literature and drama, not 
to mention bits and pieces from 
voracious general readings in many 
languages, original observations and 
un unusual and varied experience — 
those are the materials. The method 
is to enunciate sume basic notions, 
and then to encrust them with gems 
from the cave, submit them for test- 
ing to prolonged exposure to the 
light generated by Aladdin's hoard, 
and to weave the notions together to 
form the patterns of behaviour 
which make up our relationships. 

Where Shoham's interests and en- 
thusiasms are fully engaged, the 
reader can respond with little less; 
when he draws on Jewish sources or 
from Camus, whose influence is 
strangely strong, the excitement is 
highest; when he draws on ex- 
perimental psychology the spell is 
broken, not because the data are 
wrong or irrelevant, but because 
they belong to a realm of discourse 
whose claims Shoham récognizes but 
whose methads are unsympathetic 
to his. : 


WHAT, THEN, are the basic no- 


tions which form the building blocks 
of his theory? First is the response 10 
the geworfenteit of birth and the 
earliest experience of miternal 
nourishment which differentiate the 
Sisyphean “separant” from the Tan- 
talic “participant.” The separant 
secks to incorporate the world in his 
ego, the participant to submerge his 
ego in the world. This dichotomy 
resembles many more familias ones 
such as extraversion-introversion, 
stimulus seeker-stimulus aversive 
and so on. Bul what you chuose to 
emphasize directs the way you use 
the dichotomy and vicc-versu; Sho- 
ham's choice avoids a misleading 
active-passive connotation. 

The layers of the self which can 
enter into a relationship are second. 
Shoham differentiates the “Ity," the 
“Atami” and the “Ani™ - the “me,” 
the reflexive and organizing self, the 
interactive bounded, and the partici- 
pant and boundless but “pure” 
selves. As in transactional analysis, 
the probability of confusion of levels 
of interaction, sought and achieved, 
is high. 

From these basic notions und from 
the reworking of others derived from 
Melanie Klein's ‘‘object-relations” 
theory, from Laing and many more, 
Shoham weaves. his tapestry. In- 
sights emerge in such masterly sum- 
maries as Language is an alienaling 
and segregating device and nat a 
means of ontological rapproache- 
ment" (p. 25); “Our perception does 
not provide. a basis for dialogue but 
constitutes a most formidable bar- 
tier against it” (p.89). 
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THE BOOK is not without its weik- 
nesses. [am left sceptical whether 
most people experience the inipossi- 
bility Of communication. They 
appear to be perfectly suisfied with 
sity to communiix 
responsibility fer any failure is 
placed: firmly on the other. The 
seream about its impossibility is 
emitted only by those who are sup- 
temely good at it. Amer social 
psychology has been cleseribed as the 
psychology of the middle ckiss 
American undergraduate student; 
experiential psychology as that of the 
inale albino laboratory rat. Sho- 
ham's psychology of personality 
could be described similarly as the 
psychology of the affluent, striving 
middle class Isracli of Western 
antecedents (see especially p. 104). 
But these blemishes, though signifi- 
cant, moderate but do not invalidate 
his thesis. Those who read it with 
care and sympathy will find them- 
selves applying his concepts as well 
as enjoying his insights. These who 
are less inclined to sympathy will 
nevertheless enjoy the sweep and 
vigour of (most of) the writing and 
savour the illustrative stories he tells _ 
and the way they reveal more of the 
author than [think he intends. Sho- 
ham has now in at least four books 
mined a rich seam of knowledge, 
idea and anecdote. With this book 
the seam has yielded its ore. His 
restless mind is already tumed to 
another theme. But with the ore this 
time there comes, alas, an unaccept- - 


able dross in the form of a thick dust 
of mispirints.

AND NOW from the grisly to the 
relatively sublime. “The Body" is a 
magically evocative tale of a twelve, 
old's summer expedition inte 
self-knowledge, viree 1960. Gordan 
Lachanee und three ef his friends 
set out to find the dead body εὐ a 
hoy their awa age. The body lies 
deep in a Miuine forest, and 
Gordon's journey into εἶν forest is 
a distillation uf the essence of 
youth. “Ewas about to getup when ἢ 
looked τὸ my nght and saw a deer 
standing in the railroad bed not ten 
yards from me. She looked serenely 
al me, head slightly lowered in what 
I took for curiosity. What | was see- 
ing was some sort of gift, something 
given with a carelessness that was 
appalling.” Gurdon keeps his mo- 
nent with the deer to himself, but 
Stephen King shares it with us, He re- 
creales this summer of youth with 
such clarity and deep affection that 
this reviewer found himself lust in a 
reverie of his own twelfth summer 
before the story was half over.

Magical struggle 


THIS BOOK, which comprises 
puems written over a period of 15 
years, won the Wertheim Prize for 
poetry awarded by Bar-Ilan Univer- 
sity. 

The judges were Prof. Zvi Luz, 
Dr. Tova Cohen and Dr. Ya'ucov 
Elstein, Explaining their decision, 
they wrote that “the songs focus 
with great sophistication and depth 
on miny and variegated worlds, 
landscapes, cities and Jewish and 
non-Jewish myths. They reveal with 
impressive lyrical authenticity 
complex and contradictory world of 
Orthodox Jewish femininity, with its 
special way of life, together with a 
modem, emanicipated concept of 
womanhood." 

Il seems that the author's goul of 
providing an objective, universal, 
and metaphysical dimension to the 
existential slate of the individual 
forms the background for a contrast 
of cultures, landscapes, traditions 
and points of view. Together they 
create the attachments and inter- 
relationships that are al the heart of 
her poems. 

One example of this is the poem 
from which the title of the book is 
taken, [1 consists of a series of 
isolated flashbacks involving 
modern necessories which provide 
protection and cover — black 
leuther gloves, dark glasses and an 
umbrella. The gloves get lost and 
the naked fingers of the High Priest 
ure found roaming through purple 
olive groves. Other images: two 
members of the tribe of Dan bow to 
the goddess Asheral; a Levite 
throws a stone at the statue of

realistic and demonic formations of 
imuges and traditions which interact 
with ench olher to give expression 
to the error of man’s ways and of his 
very existence, 

In the poems dealing with the ex- 
istential state of woman, this con- 
cept leads to ideas and forms of ex- 
Pression thal ure among the most 
during and interesting in modern 
Hebrew poetry. 


A SYNOPTIC approach also lends 
ilself to magic and to various kinds 
of temptations; these are called 
colours in the poem “Coloured 
Darkness," In it, the author com- 
pares the exoticism of the Arab 
Orient which dazzles with its 
colours, smells and charactérs, to 
modern, Western temptations in the 
guise of traffic lights and colourful 
subways. The theme involves, on 
the one hand, the struggle and 
desire for purity (‘to hide once 
again behind... [al black veil") and, 
on the other, the desire to know and 
experience: 

On the plains, along the Thames 

You oa travel by train 

Blue, red, yellow, green... 

The pretence of a married woman 
who becomes both an active and 
passive element in changes of crea- 
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tion tikes un ἢ metaphysical entity: 
On the way to Richmond 
The sea created the darkness which 
crept to the river. 
The river averflawed, 
Rose up ta the trees which trembled, 
and the hairs on my head

IN KEEPING with the complexity 
of the testire of her poetry, the 
author uses a varialion of elements 
laken from several cultural 
backgrounds. ‘The use of archaic 
language, ancient terms related to 
ritual and ceremony, biblical 
language, the lunguage of the 
Mishna and the Midrash, along with 
modern language and the use of 
contemporury terminology und 
professional, scientific concepts 
taken from the world of movies, 
philosophy, geology and botany. 

It is this mixture that lends uni- 
queness and power to the poems 
and renders them objective, 
somewhat masculine, synoptic and 
universulist. 

The high tension is caused not 
only by the different points of view, 
the connectiuns between different 
realities addressed simultaneously 
und the various linguistic compo- 
nents. It also emanates from the fact 
that the poems are “guided dreams" 
— which take place in an at- 
mosphere of magic, with demons, 
ghosts and nightmarish visions. 
These appear in muny of the poems 
and are used to describe the eternal 
battle between good and evil— 
between Eros and Thanatos, tradi- 
tion and morality, passion and duty. 
It is the struggle of opposites which 
never ends and can never be 
resolved, [5]

Dr. Shefer, who composed 
the quiz, admits he deliberately 
chose a difficult symbol, whose 
fneaning he had not known himself. 
As an experiment, he went to an 
Ata shop in Ramat Gan, and ‘none 
of the sales staff could correctly ex- 
plain the triangle with a superim- 
posed X. It means “do not use 
bleaching agents.” - 

For a recent issue of the Na'amat 
women's organization journal, Dr, 
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Shefer prepared an explanatory 
page of the muin international 
laundering symbols, many of which 
ire Greek to the average consumer, 
-For instance, the symbol for 
“bleaching agents permissible" is a 
triangle containing the letters CL, 
which stands for chloride, the most 
eoninion household bleach. 

The symbol that looks tike a 
laundry tub with a hand in it means 
“hand-wash only." The same (uh 
symbol wilh a number inside means 
that the garment may be washed by 
hand or in a machine, and the 
number indicates the maximum 
water Lemperature. The numbers 
must commonly seen on modern 
synthetic fabrics are 40 or 30 
degrees C. I have heard that some 
textile manufacturers deliberately 
understate the permissible 
Cemperature so as to reduce the risk 
of being held responsible for 
something ruined in the wash. Drip- 
dry fabries washed at too high a 
temperature are likely to wrinkic. 

The picture of an iron obviously 
denotes pressing instructions. The 
iron symbol with un X over it means 
“do not iron,” With asingle dot in 
the centre it means “iron at low 
temperature, up to 110 degrees C.” 
Two dots mean medium heat — up 
to 150 C. Three dots mean high heat 
— up to 200 C. 

The circle symbol refers to dry- 
cleaning instructions. A circle with 
an X over it stands for “do not dry 
cleun.” A circle enclosing the letter 
A means that the garment should be 
dry cleaned, with no limitations on 
the chemicals used, 

A cirele with the letier P or F in- 
side means that should be dry 
cleaned, but with specific limita- 
tions on the chemicals used. These 
are for the information of profes- 
sional dry-cleaning establishments, 
hut it nay be wise for the owner of 
the gurment to draw attention to 
them so that they are not 


οι overlooked, 


All garments and household 
linens should, of course, contain 
luundering labels with these sym- 
bols, or at least with clear instrue- 
tions in words. Many, unfortunate- 
ἵν, do not. The fabric content is sup- 
posed to be stuted us well. All too 
often, I have seen garments for sale 
with fabric Inbels which clearly deo 


_ not correspond to what the material 


uppears to be. In such cases, the 
luundering instructions are also un- 
trustworthy, ‘The regulations for ac- 
curate textile lnbelling are supposed 
lo be enfarced by the lndusiry and 
Trade Ministry, which is sorely un- 
derstaffed in inspectors. The public 
can do αὶ service by bringing blatant 
cases of mislubelling to the atten- 
tion uf the ministry's offices.

bags. 

A spokesman al Tnuva's dairy 
department explained thut each 
dairy is free to set its own dates for 
every product, but is responsible for 
product's being fresh ut least until 
the printed “last date for sale.” The 
consumer should not buy a preduct 
beyond its date, and should return 
to the store uny item which is 
already sour before its final date.
